Fels  Naptha  Soap  gives  off  inflammable  vapour  at  68°  F., 
and  this  is  thought  to  be  the  cause  of  the  explosion  on  the 
Havcrfield  at  Liverpool  on  June  14  (p.  5). 

"  Pharmak  "  words  are  discussed  by  "  Xrayser "  (p.  15), 
and  Mr.  C.  S.  Ashton  contributes  interesting  observations  on 
the  word  "  menstruum  "  (p.  31). 

The  recent  Leith  cascara  case  is  still  the  subject  of  talk  in 
Scotland,  and  Mr.  John  Hutchcon  discusses  in  a  letter  some 
problems  arising  from  it  (p.  30).

At  the  Pharmaceutical  Council-meeting  this  week  the  Pre- 
sident said  a  few  words  as  to  the  position  of  the  Pharmacy 
Bills.

G.  F.  Morell  and  Mr.  G.  H.  Pearson  (p.  10). 

The  C.  (£•  D.  Parliamentary  representative  has  interviewed 
a  number  of  the  M.P.s  who  attended  Mr.  Robinson's  meeting 
last  week,  and  the  conversations  make  interesting  reading. 
The  Government  Bill  is  again  postponed  (p.  11). 

A  Sunderl\nd  Chemist  has  been  prosecuted  for  selling 
spirit  of  turpentine  adulterated  with  petroleum,  but  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  convinced  the  magistrates  that  the  article  is  not  a 
drug.  The  same  barrister  got  a  summons  respecting  deficient 
lime-water  dismissed  (p.  21). 

The  King's  Birthday  Honours,  so  far  as  they  interest 
our  readers,  are  reported  on  p.  13,  with  portraits  of  the 
Right  Hon.  Robert  Farquharson,  M.D.,  and  Sir  Edward 
Evans.  The  senior  proprietor  of  the  C.  cfc  D.  has  in  his 
capacity  as  Lord  Mayor  of  London  received  a  baronetcy. 

We  have  heard  a  good  deal  of  late  from  Colonial  visitors 
about  the  condition  of  the  drug-trade  in  this  country.  The 
matter  is  discussed  i:i  an  editorial  article,  wherein  it  is 
suggested  that  the  lack  of  dispensing  practice  accounts  for 
some  depression,  and  if  medical  practitioners  were  to  give  up 
dispensing  about  1,500,000/.  a  year  would  be  added  to  chemists' 
returns  (p.  16). 

Market  Changes  are  numerous  and  more  important  than 
usual.  Quinine  and  salts  are  lower.  Crude  and  refined  cam- 
phor, cubebs,  opium,  peppermint  oil,  potash,  and  soda  bi- 
chromate are  all  higher.  Shellac  and  nitrate  of  soda  are 
firmer.  Copper  sulphate,  ammoiua  sulphate,  and  antimony 
arc  easier.

A  SCHEME  OF  HOME  STUDY. 

By  David  J.  Williams,  F.C.S.,  Pharmaceutical  Chemist. 

Introductory. 

There  can  be  no  one  who  has  not  realised  that  a  good 
start  in  a  race  or  game  is  of  great  importance.  It  may  be 
granted  that  in  the  study  of  human  nature  one  finds  some 
who  are  exhilarated  by  a  stern  uphill  fight,  and  come  in 

'  well  at  the  finish.    It  is,  however,  more  usual  to  find  that  ! 
the  man  who  is  playing  the  winning  game  keeps  his  lead 
to  the  end.    He  gains  confidence  at  each  stride,  and  attempts  \ 
that  which  is  often  far-reaching  in  its  consequence.  This 
he  would  in  all  probability  have  left  severely  alone  if 

,  behind  his  rival. 

All  this  is  applicable  to  the  youth  who  is  starting  on 
that  pathway  which  he  hopes  will  eventually  lead  him  to 
the  portals  of  the  examination-hall,  to  emerge  with  that 
magic  piece  of  paper  which  entitles  him  to  practise  the  art 
•of  the  chemist  and  druggist.    The  starting-point  of  such  a 

-career  is  his  apprenticeship,  and  he  or  else  his  guardians 
should  see  that  a  fit  and  proper  arrangement  is  come  to,  so 
that  he  may  consider  in  after-life  that  this  has  formed  a 
part  of  his  education. 

Unfortunately  it  is  too  often  the  case  that  the  three 
years  of  tuition  which  a  youth  is  supposed  to  have  had  have  1 
been  spent  in  merely  learning  the  business  side  of  his 
calling,  and  very  little  attention  is  paid  to  what  is  purely 
pharmaceutical. 

It  is  possible,  while  not  neglecting  the  business  side  ] 
and  doing  the  daily  duties  of  the  shop,  to  improve  in 
knowledge  of  the  subjects  of  the  qualifying  examination.  ' 

.For  that  purpose  a  fair  amount  of  time  should  be  spent  \ 
■each  day  in  attempting  to  master  chemistry,  pharmacy,  I 
botany,  or  materia  medica.    By  arming  himself  with  good  I 
sound   preliminary  knowledge  the  apprentice  s>r  junior 
■assistant  will  find  himself  prepared  to  receive  with  readi-  i 
ness  the  special  points  which  have  to  be  inculcated  into  his  j 
■brain  during  his  college  career.    He  will  meet  them  with 
pleasure,  and  not  feel  his  task  arduous.    One  frequently 
hears  a  man  of  this  sort  assert  that  his  college  days  are 
among  the  happiest  he  has  spent.    Much  of  this  may  depend  j 
upon  his  teaching  and  the  influence  of  others,  but  far  more 
advancement  is  made  as  the  result  of  his  own  endeavours, 
and  nothing  is  more  surprising  than  what  is  accomplished 
by  hard  work  and  constant  application.     Cleverness  is 
worth  very  little  in  comparison  with  good  sound  plodding, 
and  to  anyone  who  has  anything  to  do  with  teaching  this  is 
exemplified  every  day. 

The  object  of  what  follows  is  to  attempt  to  show  how  the 
average  student  may  prepare  himself  so  that  he  may  take  the 
minimum  amount  of  time  in  qualifying  after  he  has  entered 
college.  With  regard  to  his  efforts,  it  should  be  stated  at 
the  outset  that  some  sort  of  a  system  must  be  worked  out 
and  this  strictly  adhered  to.  This  should  be  so  formulated 
that  at  the  end  of  the  three  years  all  subjects  have  had 
relatively  the  same  amount  of  attention.  One  of  Cardinal 
Wolsey's  ideas  was  "balance  of  power,"  which  is  as  applic- 
able to  study  as  to  politics,  and  unless  it  is  kept  in  mind 
one  may  find  an  impassable  stumbling-block  in  one  subject 
while  the  others  are  safe  and  easy.  Certain  subjects  of  the 
pharmaceutical  qualification,  such  as  chemistry  and  botany, 
are  more  important  than  others — first,  because  of  the  amount 
of  ground  to  be  covered,  and,  secondly,  on  account  of  their  1 
fundamental  importance.    They  should  be  attended  to  from  j 

.  the  very  first. 

In  most  towns  in  Great  Britain  there  are  now  technical 
schools  or  similar  places  of  teaching.  Classes  should  be  [ 
taken  at  these  as  soon  as  convenient.  It  will  be  found  j 
advantageous  to  apportion  the  time  set  aside  for  the  above- 
mentioned  subjects  in  such  a  way  that  the  greater  part  is 
given  to  chemistry  during  the  winter  months  and  to  botany 
during  the  summer.  In  this  way  the  practical  and  theoretical 
parts  of  these  subjects  may  be  worked  side  by  side.  Take, 
for  instance,  chemistry ;  it  does  not  require  a  great  amount 


of  will-power  to  stay  in  and  work  out  a  salt,  on  a  winter's 
evening,  or  perhaps  this  may  be  done  at  the  school  which  it 
is  premised  the  student  is  attending.  The  first  half  of  the 
evening  is  usually  set  aside  at  these  places  for  the  lecture, 
and  the  second  half  for  practical  work.  Conditions  are 
changed  in  the  summer,  and  the  half-day's  weekly  holiday 
may  be  spent,  with  advantage  to  body  and  mind,  in  the 
country,  and  it  is  certain  that  the  fascination  of  botanical 
study  will  grow  as  the  tyro  realises  gradually  but  surely 
that  in  "  Nature's  infinite  book  of  secrecy  a  little  can  he 
read."  With  the  aid  of  his  cycle  he  can,  as  a  rule,  place 
himself  in  rural  scenery  in  a  very  short  space  of  time,  and 
with  his  pocket-lens  and  forceps  ever  ready  he  can  set  to 
work  with  a  zest  born  of  healthy  contentment  and  interest. 

Habits  of  observation  should  be  cultivated  as  much  as 
possible.  The  eye  and  mind  should  work  in  unison,  ever 
on  the  alert  to  register  some  new  and  interesting  point.  The 
cultivated  eye  sees  far  more  in  some  natural  object  than 
the  ordinary  eye.  This  is  due  to  the  agreement  between 
the  eye  and  mind  to  store  up  continually.  Thus  each 
moment  of  life  becomes  a  study.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  it  is  the  accumulation  of  small  facts  which  leads  up  to 
a  great  conclusion ;  and,  at  the  same  time,  the  mind  receives 
good  exercise  which  brings  it  out,  just  as  training 
strengthens  and  invigorates  the  muscles.  To  ascertain  the 
why  and  the  wherefore  of  phenomena  for  oneself  is  therefore 
of  prime  importance,  and  it  is  only  in  this  way  that  a  subject 
can  be  mastered.  It  is  absolutely  useless  to  read  a  book  at 
home  and  attempt  to  swallow  its  contents  without  endeav- 
ouring to  apply  the  knowledge  to  the  solution  of  problems. 
Every  natural  phenomenon  has  its  explanation,  and  it  is 
only  by  habitually  attempting  to  answer  the  questions  which 
Nature  sets  that  a  man  may  eventually  be  of  use  to  himself, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  far-reaching  possibilities  of  some  time 
benefiting  humanity. 

Again,  while  reading  any  theoretical  part  of  a  subject  a 
certain  amount  of  time  should  always  be  allotted  for  medi- 
tation over  the  matter  read.  Too  much  reading  robs  the 
mind  of  its  originative  power.  If  it  is  found  difficult  to  keep 
the  mind  from  wandering,  committing  the  facts  to  paper  is 
strongly  advised.  Thus  on  placing  side  by  side  one's  views 
of  the  subject  and  those  of  the  text-book,  one  will  soon 
notice  a  considerable  development  of  the  insight,  and  the 
reading  of  apparently  abstruse  matter  is  simplified.  Notes 
of  salient  points  should  always  be  made  whether  during 
lecture  or  reading,  and  these  re-entered  systematically  and 
neatly  in  a  special  book  for  each  subject. 

As  the  well-trained  chemist  is  never  satisfied  unless  he 
has  applied  all  the  tests  he  knows,  to  prove  any  decision  he 
may  have  come  to,  so  also  the  student  should  adopt  every 
method  at  hand  of  testing  his  knowledge.  Much  is  often 
learnt  through  the  making  of  a  mistake.  The  student  should 
therefore  enter,  as  soon  as  he  has  attained  some  standard, 
for  examination.  South  Kensington  Science  and  Art  tests 
are  probably  the  best.  At  the  end  of  a  year's  careful  work 
the  student  usually  is  ready  for  the  elementary  stage  in 
chemistry,  and  possibly  botany.  Of  course,  in  the  case  of 
those  who  have  had  these  subjects  at  school  an  aim  should 
be  made  at  higher  honours. 

During  the  second  year  reading  should  be  done  in  organic 
chemistry  and  materia  medica  especially,  while  physics  also 
should  receive  some  attention.  Of  course,  inorganic 
chemistry  and  botany  must  still  have  a  place  in  the  week's 
work.  During  the  third  year  special  attention  should  be 
paid  to  pharmacy.  All  the  reading  that  has  been  done 
should  now  be  applied  whenever  possible  to  the  study  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia.  It  should  be  remembered  that  a 
man  who  chooses  a  pharmaceutical  career  must  understand 
the  why  and  wherefore  of  every  statement  made  in  his 
standard  book.  It  is  much  to  be  deplored  that  frequently 
too  little  attention  is  paid  to  this  important  part  of  the 
pharmaceutical  student's  education,  which  should  really 
stand  first  and  foremost. 

In  this  series  of  articles  endeavours  will  be  made  to  show 
the  importance  of  certain  subjects  and  parts  of  subjects,  but 
it  is  not  intended  that  relatively  less  important  parts  should 
be  neglected.  By  suitably  graduating  a  course  of  study 
the  latter  part  of  it  may  be  spent  in  applying  the  knowledge 
obtained,  and  welding  it  into  a  correlated  whole  with  the 
B.P.  as  a  pivot.

This  time-table  is  intended  only  to  show  what  would  be 
about  the  best  relative  arrangement  of  the  work  for  a 
beginner.  It  could,  of  course,  l;e  modified  considerably  to 
meet  certain  cases.  Many  students  advanced  in  one  or  more 
subjects  could  cut  down  certain  parts,  while  increasing  the 
time  allotted  to  other  subjects.  Again,  time  for  classes  has 
not  been  included  in  the  table,  as  it  is  believed  that  most 
students  can  arrange  ten  hours  a  week  quite  independently. 
It  may  also  be  pointed  out  that  the  task  may  be  considerably 
lightened  in  the  long  run  if  the  student  will  make  every 
drug  he  handles  during  the  day  an  object  for  thought  or 
study.  For  instance,  instead  of  handling  a  bottle  containing 
oil  of  almonds  carelessly,  and  being  content  with  the  appel- 
lation "  01.  amygd.,"  it  is  a  distinct  advantage  to  refer  the 
thoughts  always  to  its  full  Latin  name,  how  it  is  obtained, 
its  materia  medica,  origin,  etc.  Although  such  a  plan  may 
be  found  laborious  at  first,  it  will  be  proved  later  on  that 
the  mind  runs  naturally  into  such  grooves,  and  each  object 
handled  creates  a  short  mental  revision,  so  that  free  time 
is  far  less  encroached  upon.  While  cultivating  careful 
handling,  such  a  method  does  away  with  idle  thoughts,  and 
a  mastery  of  the  mind  is  secured.  Further,  one  soon  finds 
that  it  is  no  longer  necessary  to  spend  hours  in  reading  about 
things  handled  daily,  and  thus  a  well-earned  rest  is  obtained. 

A  word  will  not  be  out  of  place  here  concerning  the  time  of 
the  day  most  suitable  for  study.  As  a  rule  early  morning 
should  be  selected,  for  then  the  mind,  like  the  body,  has 
had  its  rest  and  is  ready  to  receive. 

Interest  in  a  subject  should  be  sustained  as  much  as 
possible,  and  whenever  the  mind  seems  tired  a  change  should 
be  made.  It  is  not  intended  that  this  treatment  should  be 
followed  without  exercising  a  certain  amount  of  will-power 
and  attempting  to  surmount  difficulties.  There  is  no  subject 
which  is  so  lacking  in  interest  that  the  student  will  not  be 
repaid  by  attempting  to  dive  beneath  the  surface,  and  it  is 
well  that  he  should  understand  that  it  is  he  who  must  break 
through  the  crust.  While  the  intention  of  this  series  of 
articles  is  primarily  to  show  students  of  pharmacy 
how  they  can  make  the  most  of  their  spare  time  in 
fitting  themselves  for  the  craft  in  which  they  are  engaged, 
the  fact  is  not  lost  sight  of  that  many  require  encouragement 
as  well  as  guidance,  and  if  any  have  no  personal  friends  who 
can  advise,  they  may  submit  their  difficulties  to  the  Editor 
for  consideration  and  advice.

Chinese  Albumen. — The  albumen-factory  owned  by  a 
Chinese  firm  at  Chinkiang  did  a  fair  business  during  1905,  the 
output  being  15,536  cwt.  of  albumen,  with  prices  from  11/.  15s. 
to  4/.  4s.  per  cwt.,  according  to  quality,  and  1,429  cwt.  of  egg- 
yolk,  which  realised  10s.  9<7.  per  cwt.  Germany  was  the  chief 
consumer.  The  one  British  firm  closed  its  doors  in  1904,  owing 
to  want  of  capital,  and  did  not  reopen  during  1905. 

Aluminium  Paper. — A  German  firm  at  Augsburg  has  placed 
an  aluminium  paper  on  the  market,  which  has  proved  en- 
tirely successful.  It  is  used  chiefly  for  the  packing  of  food- 
stuffs and  compares  favourably  with  tinfoil.  Two  kinds  .are 
manufactured,  the  first  consisting  of  oil-paper  coated  by  a 
special  process  with  aluminium,  and  the  second  consisting 
of  thin  foils  rolled  from  pure  aluminium.

A  clerk,  named  Henry  Swan,  was  remanded  at  North 
London  Police  Court  on  June  30  on  a  charge  of  attempting 
to  obtain  57/.  by  false  pretences  from  Sir  William  Crookes. 

At  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court  on  July  3,  Thomas 
Hooper,  of  Mayfair,  was  fined  10.?.,  and  12-s.  costs,  for 
selling  spinach  which  contained  3.80  grains  of  copper  sul- 
phate per  lb. 

Frederick  Robert  Greig  died  suddenly  on  July  2,  while  at 
work  at  the  wet  counter  in  the  establishment  of  Messrs. 
Baiss  Bros.  &  Stevenson,  Ltd.,  wholesale  druggists,  at 
4  Jewry  Street,  London,  E.G. 

"A  conference  of  chemists"  at  the  Cannon  Street  Hotel, 
London,  E.C.,  was  announced  for  11  a.m.  on  Wednesday.  On 
inquiry  we  find  that  this  was  not  a  public  gathering,  but  a 
private  meeting  called  by  Messrs.  Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co. 

The  two  men,  Kelly  and  Lynton,  who  broke  into  the 
premises  of  Mr.  W.  D.  John,  chemist,  Penarth,  with  intent 
to  commit  a  felony,  were  sentenced  at  the  Glamorgan  Quarter 
Sessions  at  Cardiff  on  July  3,  Kelly  to  twelve  and  Lynton 
to  nine  months'  hard  labour. 

At  Newport,  Isle  of  Wight,  last  week,  Mr.  Herbert 
Morris,  chemist  and  druggist,  was  fined  Is.,  and  9s.  costs,, 
for  riding  a  bicycle  without  a  lamp  in  the  high  road  at  South 
Arreton.  Mr.  Morris  explained  that  he  had  had  a  slight 
accident  to  his  machine  which  had  caused  delay. 

The  total  number  of  failures  in  the  drug-trade  of  England' 
and  Wales  during  the  quarter  which  ended  on  June  30  was 
36.  as  compared  with  35  in  the  corresponding  period  of  last 
year,  and  40  in  1904.  The  aggregate  for  all  trades  is  lower — 
viz.,  2,086  for  April-June,  1906.  2.131  in  1905.  and  2,218 
in  1904. 

The  honorary  freedom  of  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company 
was  on  June  28  conferred  upon  Lord  Addington  as  a  recog- 
nition of  his  recent  services  in  moving  the  first  reading  in 
the  House  of  Lords  of  the  Sight-testing  Bill,  which  was 
introduced  into  Parliament  on  behalf  of  the  Spectacle- 
makers'  Company,  and  at  the  request  of  the  General  Board 
of  Opticians. 

After  Mr.  Haldane  had  opened  the  Electrical  Laboratory

Poor-law  Notes. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  Chorlton  Union  Board  of  Guar- 
dians, Manchester,  on  June  27,  the  Guardians  unanimously 
decided  to  increase  the  salary  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Hope,  the 
assistant  dispenser,  by  10?.  per  annum. 

On  June  28  the  Islington  Guardians  elected  Mr.  R.  W. 
Lindsey,  chemist  and  druggist,  22  Hilldrop  Crescent, 
London,  N.,  dispenser  for  the  St.  John's  Road  outdoor 
and  workhouse  dispensaries.  The  contest  was  marked  with 
considerable  feeling  among  the  Guardians,  and  one  of  them 
(Mr.  Malins)  claimed  the  result  as  a  victory  over  the 
Chairman  (Mr.  Elliott)  and  the  Freemasons.  The  Chairman 
denied  that  he  had  attempted  to  influence  any  Guardians, 
and  said  he  did  not  know  whether  any  of  them  were  Free- 
masons or  not. — More  stormy  scenes  followed. 

The  Local  Government  Board  recently  wrote  to  the 
Lutterworth  Guardians  with  regard  to  their  proposal  to 
pay  Mr.  Ingram,  the  newly  appointed  medical  officer  of 
the  No.  5  District,  a  salary  of  101.,  as  against  21/.  to  his 
predecessor,  and  expressing  the  opinion  that  it  was  most 
desirable  that  expensive  medicines  should  be  supplied  to 
the  sick  poor  at  the  cost  of  Boards  of  Guardians,  and  not  of 
the  medical  officers.  The  discussion  which  arose  at  the  Guar- 
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dians'  meeting  on  the  subject  being  brought  up  reveals  the 
fact  that  some  members  thought  the  sum  adequate,  as  there 
were  only  nine  paupers  in  the  district ;  but  one  member  of  the 
Board  said  it  was  preposterous  to  expect  an  educated  man 
to  give  his  services  and  provide  expensive  medicines  out  of 
a  salary  of  10/.  It  was  finally  agreed  that  the  doctor 
should  put  urgent  requirements  on  his  list,  and  that  the 
Board  should  consider  each  application  for  expensive  medi- 
cines on  its  merits. 

East  Anglian  Notes. 
By  order  of  the  executors  of  the  late  Mr.   H.  Coe, 
chemist,  the  shop  and  residence  now  occupied  by  Mr. 
C.  E.  Hickes,  chemist,  East  Rudham,  were  sold  by  auction 
last  week,  and  realised  540?.

Each  year  the  party  has  grown  larger,  until  last 
week  just  over  200  people  connected  with  "  Wine-amis  "  were  i 
conveyed  from  Norwich  to  Yarmouth  by  boat,  and  enter-  i 
tained  by  the  firm. 

East  Dereham,  is  the  energetic 
hon.  secretary  of  the  local  nursing  association.  At  a 
meeting  of  prominent  townspeople  the  other  day  Mr.  Peck 
presented  his  report  for  the  past  two  years,  and  showed 
the  finances  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Mr.  G.  Bray,  chemist,  Burnham  Market,  arranged  with 
Messrs.  Wm.  Cooper  &  Nephews  for  a  practical  demon- 
stration of  the  latter's  swim-bath  to  be  given  on  a  farm  at 
Burnham  last  week.  Invitations  were  issued  to  sheep- 
owners  to  attend,  and  were  readily  responded  to. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of 
Norfolk  Freemasons  was  held  recently  at  Norwich.  The 
pharmaceutical  element  comprised  P.S.G.D.  Bro.  D. 
Davidson,  P.M.,  2602;  P.A.G.D.C.  Bro.  A.  E.  Church- 
yard, P.M.,  85;  Steward  Bro.  H.  J.  Heyhoe,  W.M.,  1114; 
and  Bro.  Ed.  Peck,  P.M.,  996.  The  last-named  was  in- 
vested P.I.G.W.  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Liverpool  Explosion. 
An  explosion  took  place  on  board  the  American  liner 
Haver  ford  at  Liverpool  on  June  14,  which  resulted  in  the 
death  of  twelve  men.  The  Coroner  on  July  4  resumed  the 
inquest  on  the  victims,  and  in  the  course  of  tho  inquiry 
it  was  stated  that  the  cargo  included  1,000  cases  of  Fels- 
Naptha  soap.  One  of  the  American  Line  Co.'s  officials 
said  the  soap  gave  oft  a  strong  smell,  and  men  work- 
ing in  holds  which  had  contained  it  had  on  a  few  occasions 
to  go  on  deck  for  fresh  air.  Inspector  Jones  said  the  soap 
has  been  found  to  give  off  an  inflammable  vapour  at  68°  F., 
and  this  vapour  when  mixed  with  air  readily  explodes  in 
contact  with  a  spark.  Mr.  Williams,  the  city  analyst,  had 
no  doubt  that  the  explosion  was  due  to  the  ignition  of  vapour 
evolved  from  the  Fels-Naptha  soap  during  the  voyage. 
Mr.  F.  W.  Challen,  of  the  Sales  Co.,  Ltd.,  who  are  distri- 
buting-agents for  Fels-Naptha  soap  in  Great  Britain,  said 
he  had  seen  naked  lights  put  near  stocks  which  have  been 
stored  in  warehouses  and  nothing  had  happened.  The  in- 
quest was  adjourned  to  allow  of  the  soap  being  analysed  and 
tested  on  behalf  of  the  makers. 

Sheffield  Notes. 
The  West  Riding  Education  Committee  have  recom- 
mended that  a  grant  of  1,500/.  be  made  to  the  Sheffield 
University  (the  same  amount  as  last  year),  on  condition  that 
not  less  than  three  free  places  be  reserved  in  the  training 
college  for  students  recommended  for  admission  by  the 
Education  Committee. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  fixtures  of  the  Pharmacy 
Athletic  Club's  season  takes  place  on  Thursday,  when  the 
Club  meets  the  Notts  Chemists'  Cricket  Club  on  the  Shef- 
field team's  ground  at  Millhouses.  A  tea  and  whist-drive  at 
the  Beauchief  Hotel  will  follow  the  match. 

Chemists  and  Legislators. 
Mr.  Edwin  Fowler,  chemist  and  druggist,  218  Hessle 
Road,  Hull,  has  had  an  interesting  correspondence  with 
Lord  Avebury  with  reference  to  his  Sunday  Closing  Bill, 
in  which  he  urges  that  nothing  in  the  measure  shall  relate 
to  those  registered  in  accordance  with  the  Pharmacy  Act. 
Mr.  Fowler  pointed  out  that  as  a  retail  chemist  of  thirty 
years'  standing,  working  single-handed  on  a  main  road,  he 
has  found  it  necessary  in  self-defence  to  open  from  6  p.m. 


to  9  r.M.  on  Sundays,  but  has  discovered  that  he  is  expected 
to  supply  sundry  trifling  goods  which  are  in  no  sense  neces- 
saries. He  therefore  thinks  that  the  restriction  of  Sunday 
opening  to  dispensing  and  the  supplying  of  actual  medical 
necessaries  only  would  do  away  with  the  drug-stores  and 
herb-shops  which,  with  a  great  blaze  of  light,  court  Sunday 
trading  openly.  In  his  replies  Lord  Avebury  recognised 
the  necessity  for  obtaining  drugs  on  a  Sunday,  and  was  of 
opinion  that  chemists  generally  were  satisfied  with  the  Bill 
as  it  stood.  At  the  same  time,  he  expressed  his  willingness 
to  consider  any  amendment. — Mr.  Richardson,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Hull  Chemists'  Association,  endorses  Mr. 
Fowler's  view,  but  regrets  that  owing  to  there  being  no 
summer  meetings  of  the  Hull  Association  the  matter  cannot 
be  brought  before  them.  Incidentally,  Mr.  Richardson 
states  that  every  doctor  in  West  Hull,  except  a  few  whom 
he  has  not  seen,  has  signed  the  petition  for  alteration  of  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  he  is  quite  of  opinion  that 
the  House  of  Commons  will  alter  the  Bill  as  Lcrd  Crewe 
suggested.

The  Chemical  and  Allied  Trades  Section  of  the  Birming- 
ham Chamber  of  Commerce  have  discussed  industrial 
alcohol,  and  in  a  letter  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
have  suggested  an  important  addition  to  the  Bill  already 
before  Parliament.  Mr.  A.  Southall  is  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Some  interesting  advertisements  have  appeared  recently 
in  the  Birmingham  papers.  One  is  from  a  chemist  who 
"  would  like  to  meet  with  a  young  gentleman  as  partner 
with  150/.  to  extend  a  very  profitable  business."  Another 
states  "Drug-store  trade  taught  if  necessary,  or  would 
sell  outright.-' 

Mr.  W.  J.  Mousley,  chemist  and  druggist,  Redditch, 
met  with  a  serious  accident  on  June  30.  While  unpacking 
a  hamper  of  drugs,  a  Winchester  of  nitric  acid  was  broken, 
and  the  liquid,  falling  on  some  straw,  became  ignited  by 
the  sun's  rays.

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


A  Laboratory  of  Hygiene. — The  arrest  took  place  in 
Paris  last  week  of  a  man  named  Francois  Bedouet,  who 
styled  himself  the  director  of  a  laboratory  of  hygiene,  but 
his  real  occupation  seems  to  have  been  in  connection  with 
illegal  operations.  He  will  be  prosecuted  for  illegal  prac- 
tice of  medicine  and  pharmacy,  and  the  evidence  promises 
to  be  of  the  usual  distasteful  nature.  Three  other  persons, 
including  a  woman  assistant,  were  arrested  at  the  same  time. 

The  Central  Military  Pharmacy  Store  (Magasin  Cen- 
tral du  Service  de  Sante),  Quai  d'Orsay,  was  last  week 
inspected  by  Surgeon-Inspector-General  Gentil,  in  presence 
of  the  heads  of  the  establishment.  When  the  General  had 
concluded  his  visit,  his  subordinates  took  this  opportunity 
of  presenting  certain  complaints,  and  especially  of  protesting 
against  the  proposed  transfer  of  the  services  to  the  "un- 
healthy and  uninhabitable  "  building  on  the  Boulevard  de  la 
Tour  Maubourg.  Their  observations  were  courteously  heard 
by  the  General,  who  premised  to  submit  them  to  the  proper 
authorities. 

M.  Clemenceau's  Thesis. — During  M.  George  Clemen- 
ceau's  recent  remarkable  oration  at  the  Chamber  of  Deputies 
he  declared  MM.  Jaures  and  Coutant  morally  afflicted 
wth  hemiopy,  and  suggested  a  surgical  operation  "to  en- 
large the  field  of  their  vision."  The  Minister  of  the  In- 
terior is  a  M.D.,  and  an  enterprising  reporter  has  unearthed 
his  thesis  (dated  1865),  and  reports  that  the  theories  of  the 
youthful  sawbones  on  segmentation  and  gemmation,  blasto- 
dermic cells,  amorphous  matter,  etc.,  are  as  eloquent  and 
suggestive  as  his  recent  criticisms  of  schemes  of  social  re- 
generation. 

Proposed  Tax  on  Mineral  Waters. — Among  M.  Poin- 
care's  schemes  for  balancing  the  French  Budget  is  the  pro- 
posal to  impose  a  tax  of  ^d.  a  bottle  on  mineral  waters.  It 
is  probable,  however,  that  the  Minister  will  find  the  game 
not  worth  the  candle.  The  eighty  million  bottles  annually 
sold  in  France  would  only  represent  four  million  francs 
(160,000/.),  and  to  prevent  "  leakage  "  it  would  be  necessary

tises a  toilet-water  guaranteed  to  destroy  wrinkles,  preserve 
the  freshness  of  the  skin ;  another  possesses  a  specific  which 
cures  poor  humanity  of  all  the  ills  that  the  flesh  is  heir  to 
and  puts  it  on  the  road  to  eternal  life ;  a  third  makes 
lozenges  which  give  freshness  to  the  mouth  and  to  fetid 
breath  all  the  perfumes  of  Araby ;  a  fourth  makes  French 
chocolate  without  cacao  and  has  agencies  for  perfumery  and 
millinery ;  a  fifth  (the  biggest  mountebank  of  all)  assures 
us  that  many  years  of  research  and  profound  meditation 
have  revealed  to  him  the  secret  of  a  peculiar  elixir  which  he 
retails  under  a  pompous  and  magnificent  name.  In  one 
word,  all  the  most  odious  methods  of  charlatanism  are  used 
by  individuals  who  exploit  with  impunity  the  credulity  of 
the  public  and  degrade  one  of  the  arts  the  most  useful  to 
society  in  general. — [This  is  not  a  thing  of  yesterday.  It 
appeared  in  1813  in  the  preface  to  Adolphe  Fabulet's  "  New 
Elements  of  Theoretical  and  Practical  Chemistry."  The 
"good  old  times"  were  over  even  before  Waterloo  was 
fought !] 

"Did  Man  learn  Medicine  from  Animals?" 

is  a  question  amusingly  treated  by  M.  Emilc  Gilbert.  He 
cites  the  cat's  love  for  valerian,  the  swallow's  for  celandine 
(chclidoine).  The  sea-horse  is  supposed  to  scarify  himself 
by  rubbing  against  pointed  rushes  or  reeds;  the  bear  to 
allow  himself  to  be  stung  by  bees  (hence  the  lancet) ;  the 
dog  to  purge  himself  with  grass;  the  jay,  pigeon,  etc., 
with  laurel  leaves.  The  heron  and  ibis  are  supposed  to 
have  taught  the  ancient  apothecaries  the  use  of  the  syringe 
immortalised  by  Moliero,  and  monkeys  are  said  to  feel 
each  other's  pulses  and  sniff  disdainfully  when  they  find 
their  neighbour  in  bad  health. 

One  rather  suspects  the  author  to  have  consulted  old 
medical  works  than  to  have  studied  nature,  but  the  idea  is 
amusing  enough.

— Sir  Jehangir  Cowasji  Jehangir  has  placed 
Rs.  30,000  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  of  Bombay 
towards  the  cost  of  constructing  an  additional  new  build- 
ing at  the  Ophthalmic  Hospital  at  Bombay. 

Dysentery-cures. — In  view  of  the  fact  that  dysentery 
has  recently  claimed  many  European  victims  in  Colombo, 
the  "  Times  of  Ceylon  "  tells  of  a  wonderful  new  cure  which 
several  army  medical  men  have  adopted  with  remarkable 
results  in  South  Africa.  The  cure  is  simple  enough,  con- 
sisting merely  of  a  liquid  extract  of  the  pelargonium  or 
geranium  root,  and  although  the  remedy  is  as  old  as  the 
hills  to  South  African  natives,  European  doctors  have  only 
lately  resorted  to  it.  The  antidysenteric  mixture  is  pre- 
pared by  boiling  4  oz.  of  geranium-root  for  twenty  minutes 
in  a  pint  of  milk.  One  to  two  tablespoon fuls  is  given  every 
two  hours  till  all  the  symptoms  of  the  scourge  are  gone.

The  Commonwealth. 

Customs  Decisions. — The  following  decisions  have  re- 
cently been  given  by  the  Australian  Commonwealth  Cus- 
toms :  Brushes — bath-spray  or  bath-brush  rubber  (metal  and  | 
wood),  25  per  cent,  ad  val.r,  dragon's-blood  for  colouring 
(as  dyes),  free;  resinate  of  manganese  (as  drugs),  free; 
soap — curd  used  in  pharmacy  for  making  liniments  (as  soap 
n.e.i.),  ±d.  per  lb. ;  kleonoyl  (as  soap,  perfumes,  etc.),  ' 
3rf.  per  lb. 

New  South  Wales. 

Reciprocity. — The  Pharmacy  Board  of  New  South  Wales 
has  been  in  communication  with  the  Pharmacy  Board  of 
Queensland  on  the  possibility  of  extending  the  boundaries  j 
of  reciprocity.  The  Queensland  Board  has  replied  that  its 
previous  offer  still  holds — to  reciprocate  on  the  basis  of 
examination  only.  The  Pharmacy  Board  of  New  South 
Wales,  without  disclosing  the  special  reasons  tor  its  action, 
has  taken  steps  to  accept  the  offer  which  was  formerly  re- 
jected. It  has  applied  to  the  New  South  Wales  Crown  Law  I 
Officers  to  know  whether  it  would  be  possible  for  them  to 
accept  these  terms — that  is  to  say,  to  grant  reciprocity  to  1 
those  pharmacists  who  are  registered  in  Queensland  and 
hold  a  certificate  of  having  passed  the  examinations,  and  at 
the  same  time  to  refuse  it  to  other  pharmacists  on  the  regis- 
ter who  have  secured  registration  for  other  reasons.  The 
New  South  Wales  Solicitor  has  replied  that  he  considers 
that  "a  certificate  of  registration  in  New  South  Wales  or 
of  qualification  in  Queensland  which  does  not  set  out  as  a 
ground  of  qualification  the  passing  of  the  prescribed  examina- 
tion would  not  be  a  certificate  of  competency  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Act  of  the  other  State.  He  is  extremely 
doubtful  whether  one  that  does  would  be  such  a  certificate  of 
competency.  But  the  New  South  Wales  Board  might  deem 
it  advisable  to  adopt  the  view  that  it  would."  This  is  just  an 
illustration  of  the  fact  that  Acts  of  Parliament  very  com- 
monly do  not  express  what  their  authors  intended,  and  the 
New  South  Wales  Board,  on  the  strength  of  this  opinion, 
has  decided  to  apply  to  its  sister  Boards  of  South  Australia 
and  Victoria  asking  them  to  consent  to  an  agreement  with 
Queensland.  It  will  now  remain  for  the  other  two  Boards 
to  decide.  If  one  of  them  objects,  the  New  South  Wales 
Board  cannot  enter  into  reciprocal  arrangements  with 
Queensland  without  sacrificing  its  present  arrangement  with 
the  other  State. 

At  the  same  meeting  of  the  Board  a  curious  question 
came  up.  A  chemist  had  been  conducting  two  businesses,  ) 
each  open  for  half  the  week.  The  Board  declares  that  this 
is  illegal,  the  question  having  arisen  on  the  application  of 
a  storekeeper  for  a  poison-licence,  which  poison-licence  can- 
not be  granted  if  a  registered  chemist  has  an  open  shop 
within  four  miles  of  the  store.  The  chemist,  on  being  in- 
formed that  his  action  was  illegal,  decided  to  drop  one  1 
of  the  shops. 

Another  question  brought  forward  was  raised  by  a  Sydney 
firm,  who  wrote  that  a  pharmacy  was  being  conducted  by  a 
qualified  chemist  who  was  partially  blind!,  and  unable 
through  infirmity  of  age  to  attend  to  his  duties.  His 
assistant  was  neither  qualified  nor  had  had  any  training  in  I 
the  business.  The  Board  pointed  out  that  it  had  no  power 
to  interfere,  for  although  the  pharmacist  is  partially  blind 
he  is  qualified,  and  the  Board  has  no  concern  with  the  ability 
or  otherwise  of  pharmacists. 


South  Australia. 

Reciprocity. — A  special  meeting  of  the  Pharmacy  Board 
of  South  Australia  was  held  on  May  8  to  discuss  the  atti- 
tude to  be  adopted  with  reference  to  the  proposal  by  the 
New  South  Wales  Board  to  enter  into  limited  reciprocal 
arrangements  with  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Queensland, 
recognising  on  each  side  only  those  certificates  of  regis- 
tration which  have  been  obtained  by  examination.  No 
decision  was  reached,  but  the  subject  was  adjourned  till 
May  17,  when  a  notification  had  been  received  from  the 
Victorian  Board  that  it  could  not  see  its  way  clear  to  agree 
to  the  New  South  Wales  proposal  of  reciprocity  with 
Queensland  upon  an  examination-basis  only.  It  is  still  open 
for  any  outside  State  to  join  under  the  existing  agreement. 
The  President  of  the  Board  pointed  out  that  the  real  opinion 
in  Queensland  is  that  only  a  certificate  of  examination  is 
a  diploma.  But  the  Queensland  Act  is  the  same  as  the  South 
Australian  Act  in  reference  to  the  Reciprocal  Clause,  and  the 
South  Australian  Solicitor-General,  the  Crown  Law  Officers 
of  Victoria,  and,  he  believed,  those  of  New  South  Wales 
till  just  recently  have  all  held  that  a  certificate  of  registra- 
tion on  any  qualification  whatsoever  is  a  diploma  or  certifi- 
cate of  competency.  The  President  said  he  could  not 
imagine  that  the  Queensland  advisers  and  the  South  Aus- 
tralia Pharmacy  Board  alone  possessed  the  correct  idea. 
After  further  discussion  it  was  resolved  that,  while  heartily 
sympathising  with  any  effort  to  extend  reciprocity,  the 
Board  could  not  agree  to  the  proposal,  having  been  advised 
that  as  the  Act  stood  the  register  could  not  be  divided.

British  East  Africa. 

There  is  an  Opening  in  Mombasa  for  a  fully  qualified 
European  chemist,  says  the  "  East  African  Standard." 

Rubber  in  Uganda. — Mr.  A.  E.  Bertie  Smith  has  planted 
out  about  10,000  young  rubber-plants  (Para  and  Funtumia) 
on  the  Kirwere  Estate,  Chagwe,  lately  occupied  by  Mr. 
Ford.    This  is  the  first  rubber  estate  in  Uganda. 

Poison-selling  at  Nairohi. — A  young  Goanese  who 
applied  at  a  store  for  some  quinine  was  supplied  with 
corrosive  sublimate.  The  unfortunate  man  swallowed 
some,  and  his  life  is  now  despaired  of.  It  is  evident  that 
some  further  amendment  is  required  in  the  law  dealing 
with  the  sale  of  poisons,  says  the  "  East  African  Standard." 

Mombasa  Produce  Exports. — Among  the  exports  from 
Mombasa  in  April  were  chillies  valued  at  Rs.  46,622,  copra 
Rs.  28.467,  ground-nuts  Rs.  1,429,  copal  Rs.  169,  mangrove- 
bark  Rs.  1.299,  rubber  Rs.  29.140,  and  beeswax  Rs.  13,645. 
The  beeswax  was  mostly  produced  in  German  East  Africa. 
The  April  imports  into  Mombasa  included  drugs,  medi- 
cines, and  chemicals  valued  at  Rs.  7,715,  and  surgical  instru- 
ments valued  at  Rs.  506. 

Mangrove  Bark  and  Fibre. — The  Acting-Chief  of  Cus- 
toms at  Mombasa  has  issued  a  circular  stating  that  in  con- 
sequence of  the  advance  in  the  prices  of  mangrove  bark  and 
fibre,  it  is  proposed  to  raise  the  values  on  July  1  next,  for 
the  purposes  of  assessing  Customs  export-duty  or  royalty 
as  follows  :  Mangrove-bark,  Rs.  15  per  ton ;  fibre,  Rs.  225 
per  ton.  Should  any  exporter  consider  the  above  values 
to  be  excessive  such  exporter  should  state  his  objections, 
in  writing. 

Cape  Colony 

The  Cape  Parliament  has  adopted  the  suggestion  that 
a  Select  Committee  be  appointed  to  report  upon  the  neces- 
sity for  a  Factory  Act. 
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Me.  and  Mrs.  M.  D.  Mitchell,  who  have  been  spending 
a  holiday  in  the  Cape  peninsula,  have  returned  to  their 
home  at  Jagersfontein,   O.R.C.     Mr.   Mitchell  is  with  I 
Mr.  A.  H.  C.  Miller,  chemist,  Simon's  Town,  C.C.,  and 
Jagersfontein,  O.R.C. 

No  Gas. — On  the  night  of  June  12  the  gas-supply  for 
Cape  Town  and  the  marine  suburbs  failed.  Few  drug- 
stores use  this  method  of  lighting,  consequently  no  incon- 
venience was  caused  to  the  trade,  but  householders  had  to 
resort  to  oil  and  candles,  while  the  principal  Cape  Town 
newspaper,  the  "Cape  Times,"  failed  to  make  its  usual 
complete  appearance,  as  it  used  gas  to  heat  the  linotype 
metal,  and  the  reports  of  Parliament  and  the  Supreme 
Court  were  left  out. 

Indians  in  Trade. — The  Indian  section  of  the  community 
of  Cape  Town  has  been  much  perturbed  of  late  on  account 
of  the  Bill  introduced  into  Parliament  by  the  Attorney- 
General,  mainly  directed  against  the  small  Indian  trader. 
A  meeting  to  protest  against  the  Bill  has  been  held  under 
the  auspices  of  the  British  Indian  League.  It  appears  there 
are  about  200  holders  of  general-dealers'  licences  in  the 
district  of  the  Cape  alone  who  are  affected  by  the  Bill,  the 
promoters  of  which  view  with  alarm  the  growth  of  the 
Indian  trader. 

Perhaps  this  Session. — In  the  Cape  Legislature  Mr. 
Mills  asked  the  Treasurer  whether  the  Government  would 
take  into  consideration  the  advisability  of  abolishing  the 
"general  dealer's"  licence  at  present  charged  to  chemists 
and  druggists,  in  addition  to  the  special  licence.  The 
Treasurer  replied  that  he  thought  there  was  a  great  deal  in 
the  grievances  the  hon.  member  had  ventilated,  and  the 
matter  had  been  considered  carefully  by  the  Government, 
but  no  change  could  be  made  unless  an  Act  were  passed. 
There  were  other  amendments  necessary  in  the  Licences 
Act,  and  if  there  were  an  opportunity  this  Session  he  would 
bring  up  an  amending  Bill. 

Trade-marks  and  Patents. — The  British  South  African 
Tobacco  Plantations,  Ltd.,  Salisbury,  Rhodesia,  have 
applied  to  the  Registrar  of  Deeds,  Cape  Town,  to  register  a 
pictorial  label  covering  tobacco,  manufactured  or  unmanu- 
factured, in  Class  45. — Messrs.  F.  Ginsberg  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
King  William's  Town,  will  apply  on  July  18  next  to  register 
the  word  "  Electra"  for  Cape  Colony,  in  respect  of  candles 
and  soaps  in  Class  47. — A  patent  covering  an  invention  as 
follows  has  been  granted  to  Victor  Bordigoni,  civil  1 
engineer,  of  Paris  :  "An  apparatus  for  the  bacterial  treat- 
ment of  sewage  and  for  the  purification  of  effluent  or 
residual  liquids." 

Libelling  the  Doctor. — In  the  Supreme  Court,  Cape 
Town,  on  June  11,  Dr.  Girdwood  brought  an  action  for 
1,000/.  damages  against  Mr.  William  Todd  for  libel.  The 
alleged  libel  was  published  in  the  "  Transkeian  Gazette" 
in  a  letter  written  by  defendant  imputing  that  plaintiff 
was  unfit  to  carry  on  his  profession  because  of  negligence, 
incompetence,  and  inhumanity.  The  letter  stated  that  the 
doctor  was  sent  for  to  attend  a  man  who  had  received  a 
serious  wound  in  the  head  while  "tilting  at  the  ring." 
The  doctor  strolled  leisurely  to  the  scene  of  the  accident, 
put  his  hand  on  the  injured  man's  head,  and,  saying  it  was 
a  case  of  stunning,  went  on  his  way  to  a  musical  entertain- 
ment. After  evidence  and  argument  Mr.  Justice  Hopley 
found  for  the  plaintiff  for  501. 

The  Customs  Tariff. — Our  Cape  Correspondent,  who 
had  a  look  round  the  principal  Cape  Town  wholesale  houses 
prior  to  the  last  mail  leaving,  writes  : 

The  advent  of  the  new  tariff  caused  something  like  a 
flutter  in  drug-circles  on  publication,  but  the  excitement 
has  died  down.  The  tariff  is.  just  about  what  the  whole- 
saler expected — just  about  what  the  retailer  expected,  too, 
and  dreaded.  Concerns  such  as  Messrs.  Lennon,  Ltd.,  P.  J. 
Petersen  &  Co.,  and  Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.  are  equipped 
for  the  manufacture  of  fluid  extracts,  tinctures,  essences, 
etc.,  and  their  present  plants  can  turn  out  all  the  orders 
likely  to  come  in  for  a  considerable  time,  as  most  retailers 
have  stocks  large  enough  to  carry  them  over  twelve  months 
— some  of  them  have  two  years'  supply.  But  manufac- 
turers in  Cape  Town  will  require  to  get  out  new  machinery 
for  the  production  of  pills,  and  in  this  direction  onlv  changes 
are  being  made,  as  existing  methods  are  unsuitable  for  the 
requirements  of  the  country.  It  is  astonishing  what  a  crude 
idea  some  of  the  Customs  officials  have  as  to  what  revenue 
is  likely  to  come  in  when  an  alteration  such  as  that  which 


has  taken  place  on  pills  in  bulk  is  concerned.  Talking  the 
subject  over  with  one  of  the  principals  of  a  Cape  Town 
firm,  an  official  rubbed  his  hands  gleefully  as  he  remarked 
that  this  item  alone  would  yield  no  small  amount  for  the 
benefit  of  the  country.  A  good  piece  of  machinery,  a  good 
man  in  charge  of  it,  together  with  a  few  intelligent  girls, 
should  be  able  to  turn  out  all  the  pills  South  Africa  needs, 
cr  is  likely  to  need,  for  many  years  to  come. 

Another  correspondent,  writing  on  May  13,  says  : 

Customs-duties  under  new  tariff  are  already  being  col- 
lected. Trade  catalogues  sent  by  post  are  being  taxed 
25  per  cent,  plus  landing-charges,  etc.  Two  printed  posters 
in  an  open  envelope  sent  by  last  mail  cost  me  bd.  landing- 
charges,  etc.,  Id.  duty  =  7<7.  :  weight  of  letter  g  oz.,  value  nil. 

In  connection  with  the  above  Mr.  A.  H.  Wilshere,  Controller 

of  Customs,  has  given  notice  that 

Catalogues,  price-lists,  etc.,  on  arrival  in  this  Colony 
through  the  medium  of  the  Post  Office,  will  be  charged 
with  a  duty  of  either  25  per  cent,  ad  valorem  or  2d.  per  lb., 
whichever  shall  be  the  greater,  and,  moreover,  that  in  each 
case  the  usual  clearance-fee  of  bd.  per  packet,  etc.,  will  be 
payable. 

If  the  addressee  refuses  to  accept  delivery  on  these  terms 
the  catalogues,  etc.,  will  be  destroyed  by  the  Customs 
Department. — The  "Diamond  Fields  Advertiser"  gives 
the  views  of  Kimberley  chemists,  who  point  out  the  difficulty 
to  "small  chemists"  of  standardising  tinctures  and  coating 
pills.  On  both  these  things  the  new  duties  are  declared  to 
be  prohibitive  and  violently  protective. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

Business  Change. — Mr.  William  H.  Burnett,  chemist 
and  druggist,  has  taken  over  from  Mr.  J.  L.  Houlton  the 
Winburg  Pharmacy,  of  which  he  has  been  manager  for  the 
past  four  and  a  half  years. 

Transvaal. 

Business  Changes. — Messrs.  Lucraft  &  Meyerson,  of 
Church  Street,  Pretoria,  have  opened  a  branch  establish- 
ment at  Gezina,  a  suburb  three  miles  from  the  city,  under 
the  title  of  the  Suburban  Pharmacy.  A  chemist's  shop  in 
this  growing  suburb  has  been  long  wanted  by  the  residents.— 
Mr.  C.  Broom,  of  Yeoville,  Johannesburg,  has  removed  his 
business  to  the  corner  of  Twist  and  Bree  Streets. 

Breaches  of  the  Ordinance. — Upwards  of  a  dozen  white 
and  coloured  storekeepers  were  before  the  Magistrate  at 
Potchefstroom,  Transvaal,  on  June  12,  charged  with  con- 
travening the  new  Pharmacy  Ordinance  by  selling  poisons 
contained  in  Dutch  medicines  and  in  chlorodyne.  Among 
the  Dutch  medicines  ' '  Kraam  Droppels  "  appeared  promin- 
ently. Fines  varying  from  21.  to  4l.  were  inflicted.  The 
formulas  used  in  the  manufacture  of  Dutch  medicines  vary 
considerably,  but  one  of  the  most  used  consists  of  equal 
quantities  of  tr.  valer.,  tr.  opii,  tr.  cinnamomi,  S.V.R., 
and  tr.  castorei. 

Increased  Prices  of  Medicines. — The  first  effective 
result  of  the  new  tariff,  so  far  as  the  prices  of  medicines  are 
concerned,  was  a  ' '  provisional  list "  issued  by  Messrs. 
Lennon,  Ltd.,  advancing  the  prices  of  tinctures,  spirits, 
concentrated  infusions,  decoctions,  etc.,  by  2s.  per  lb. 
Toilet-preparations  containing  alcohol  have  also  been  ad- 
vanced by  the  wholesale.  A  meeting  of  the  committee  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  called  for  June  13,  for  the 
purpose  of  arranging  advanced  retail  prices  for  those 
articles  which  have  increased  in  value  through  new  duties. 
There  is  some  talk  about  the  probability  of  rectified  spirit 
being  obtained  duty  free  for  medicinal  purposes,  a  high 
Customs  authority  being  mentioned  as  in  favour  of  this, 
at  least  for  a  rebate.  The  duty  on  60  o.p.  S.V.R.  is 
15s.  6c?.  per  gal.  at  the  Cape,  this  being  for  the  spirit  dis- 
tilled from  Colonial  wine,  and  no  rebate  is  allowed.  At 
the  time  of  writing  the  whole  matter  is  being  discussed  by 
chemists,  and  it  is  expected  that  Mr.  Honey,  the  Director 
of  Customs,  will  consult  them  on  several  moot  points. 


The  Tuba  Root,  or  Derris  elliptica,  a  Malayan  poison 
referred  to  in  the  "British  Medical  Journal"  of  June  23, 
p.  1475,  on  the  basis  of  a  note  by  Dr.  C.  W.  Daniels,  seems  to 
be  worth  importing.  It  is  used  by  the  Malayan  natives  for 
stupefying  and  killing  fish,  but  it  is  also  said  to  have  proved 
most  effective  for  the  destruction  of  bugs,  ticks  on  dogs,  and 
larvse  and  other  forms  of  animal  life  in  water.  An  alter- 
|  native  to  pyrethrum  is  a  desideratum. 
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Canaoian  flews. 


Mr.  Isaac  T.  Lewis. 


After-  Many  Years. — We  give  herewith  a  sketch 
portrait  of  Mr.  Isaac  T.  Lewis,  who  has  been  for  the  past 

eighteen  years  Registrar- 
Treasurer  of  the  Ontario 
College  of  Pharmacy.  Mr. 
Lewis  has  retired,  and  the 
graduates  of  the  College 
bear  testimony  to  the  stimu- 
lating influence  which  Mr. 
Lewis's  cheerful  personality 
has  had  upon  their  careers. 
Mr.  Lewis  has  watched  over 
and  directed  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  College  so  ably 
during  all  these  years  that 
the  College  has  grown  from 
a  struggling  institution  into 
one  of  the  most  successful 
and  prosperous  schools  in 
affiliation  with  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto.  Mr.  Lewis's 
successor  is  Mr.  W.  B.  Graham,  of  Ridgetown,  who  has 
taken  a  keen  interest  in  the  College  for  many  years  and  is 
well  acquainted  with  the  details  of  its  management.  Mr. 
Graham  has  been  on  the  Council  for  nine  years. 

The  Price  of  Fertilisers. — Mr.  Thomas  Macfarlane,  in 
his  report  to  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Inland  Revenue, 
Ottawa,  on  the  analysis  of  standard  samples  of  fertilisers, 
makes  the  following  remarks  : 

There  seem  to  be  good  grounds  for  believing  that  the 
number  of  fertilisers  of  low  price  is  on  the  increase,  and  it 
would  appear  necessary  to  call  the  attention  of  the  farmer 
to  the  consideration  that  the  fertilising  constituents  in  these 
are  likely  to  cost  him  more  than  in  fertilisers  of  a  higher 
grade.    It  costs  as  much  to  mix  a  ton  of  fertiliser  containing, 
say,  300  lb.  of  plant-food  as  it  does  one  containing  twice  that 
quantity.    The  cost  of  packing,  cartage,  and  freight  is  the 
same  per  ton.    It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  the  manufac- 
turer is  in  a  position  to  sell  the  fertilising  constituents  of  a 
high-grade  fertiliser  at  cheaper  rates  per  lb.  than  those  in 
brands  of  low  grade.    In  other  words,  the  higher  the  grade 
the  cheaper  can  the  plant-food  be  bought.    Farmers  should 
therefore  consider  the  advantages  of  purchasing  only  high- 
grade  fertilisers.    A  purchaser  should  be  also  advised  to 
avoid  those  brands  which  have  less  than  2  per  cent,  of  am- 
monia or  potash.    These  percentages  are  too  low  in  cases 
where  such  ingredients  are  required,  and  where  they  are 
not  needed  it  is  useless  to  purchase  them.    It  is  a  waste  of 
money  to  buy  nitrogen  or  potash  in  fertilisers  containing 
less  than  1  per  cent,  of  these  ingredients. 
British    Columbia    Pharmaceutical  Association.- — 
The  sixteenth  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was 
held  at  Victoria,  B.C.,  on  June  14,  with  Mr.  Joseph  H. 
Emery    in   the    chair. — The   principal    business    of  the 
meeting  was  the  reception  of  the  reports  of  the  Council 
outlining  the  work  of  the  past  year,  which  consisted 
mainly  in  citing  the  various  cases  of  infraction  of  the  Phar- 
macy "Act  and  applications  for  registration  from  druggists 
of  other  Provinces.    The  rapid  development  of  the  North- 
Western  portion  of  Canada  has  had  the  effect  of  increasing 
the  attention  devoted  to  British  Columbia — the  Pacific  Coast 
Province — and  the  indications  are  that  the  register  of 
druggists  will  be  doubled  in  a  very  few  years.    At  present 
there  are  141  licentiates  of  pharmacy  (i.e..  Major  men),  31 
of  whom  are  acting  as  assistants  or  clerks ;  besides  these 
three  are  12  certified  clerks  (or  Minor  men)  and  some  43 
apprentices.    That  the  Association  is  a  long  way  from 
poverty  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  the  Savings  Bank 
account  stands  at  $4,044.—  The  Chairman  in  his  address 
referred  to  the  recent  provincial  attempt  at  anti-patent-medi- 
cine legislation  and  the  pending  Dominion  enactment,  and 
urged  upon  the  Association  the  necessity  of  a  Dominion 
Committee  composed  of  representatives  from  each  Province. 
He  also  predicted  that  the  company  pharmacy  evil  would 
soon  have  to  receive  the  attention  of  British  Columbia  and 
be  dealt  with  on  similar  lines  to  those  followed  by  Ontario 
and  Great  Britain. — A  resolution  was  passed  by  the  meeting 
recognising  the  desirability  of  looking  into  the  question  of 
establishing  a  college  for  the  joint  use  of  British  Columbia. 


Alberta,  and  Saskatchewan. — A  dinner  followed  the  meet- 
ing, at  which  the  newly  elected  President,  Mr.  Joseph  H. 
Emery,  made  his  bow.  Mr.  Emery  is  an  Old  Country  drug- 
gist, having  been  apprenticed  in  Upper  Sydenham,  S.E. 
The  new  Secretary-Registrar.  Mr.  E.  S.  Knowlton,  of  Van- 
couver, is  a  graduate  of  Manitoba  College,  and  past-master 
at  Council-work  of  pharmaceutical  associations.  The  Vice- 
President,  Mr.  R.  R.  Burns,  is  from  the  heart  of  British 
Columbia.   The  utmost  cordiality  was  evinced  at  the  dinner. 


Colonial  ant)  jforetan  Bews. 


Carbonic  Acid. — The  Chairman  of  the  Maatschappij  tot 
Exploitatic  van  Rheinische  Kohlensaure  Werke,  at  a  recent 
meeting  held  at  Amsterdam,  stated  that  many  of  the  car- 
bonic-acid works  on  the  Rhine  are  selling  below  the  cost  of 
production  in  order  to  increase  deliveries  and  be  ready  for  a 
proposed  new  association.  In  his  opinion  the  projected  com- 
bination will  fall  through. 

Russian  Women  Pharmacists. — The  "  Novoe  Vremya" 
says  the  Minister  of  Education  has  asked  that  the  Women's 
Medical  Institute  should  be  granted  the  right  to  carry  out 
examinations  for  the  callings  of  dispenser,  of  dental  surgeon, 
and  of  pharmacist's  assistant,  and  also  for  the  degree  of 
master  in  pharmacy.  The  Imperial  Council,  before  which 
the  request  was  preferred,  sanctioned  the  proposal  with 
certain  limitations. 

Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  in  Austria. — The  recent 
increase  in  the  Austrian  import-tariff  has  led  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  at  Brunn  to  discuss  the  effect  it  may  have  on 
Austrian  chemical  industry.  A  report  which  we  have 
received  states  that  the  production  of  pharmaceutical  pre- 
parations seems  to  be  the  most  hopeful  direction  for  ad- 
vancing, but  that  the  importation  of  such  goods  from  Ger- 
many is  likely  to  continue,  but  competition  by  English 
and  French  imports  will  be  more  successful. 

Spurious  Vasogene. — The  Pearson  Co.,  of  Hamburg, 
proprietors  of  vasogene  preparations,  have  recently  taken 
action,  under  the  German  Merchandise-marks  Act,  against 
the  owner  of  a  pharmacy  in  Neuenburg  for  stocking  and 
selling  spurious  vasogenes.  The  pharmacist  sold  his 
place,  and  his  successor  found,  among  other  suspicious 
goods,  iodine-vasogene  and  other  vasogene  which  had  not 
been  bought  from  Pearson.  He  let  Pearson  know,  and 
action  was  taken  against  the  man  for  trade-mark  infringe- 
ment ;  but  the  Court,  after  three  hours'  deliberation,  ac- 
quitted him,  apparently  on  the  ground  that  it  could  not  be 
brought  home  to  him  that  he  intentionally  infringed  the 
law. 

The  New  Spanish  Customs  Tariff  came  into  force  on 
July  1.  The  rates  fixed  on  March  23  are  under  revision,  but 
as  these  form  the  base  for  the  new  tariff,  a  few  figures  may 
be  quoted  as  illustrative  of  the  general  tendency  of  the 
measure  and  of  the  necessity  of  closer  attention  than  appears 
yet  to  have  been  accorded  by  the  British  authorities  to 
the    matter.     Pills,    capsules,   etc.,    formerly   rated  at 

2  pesetas  per  kilo.,  and  pharmaceuticals  containing  alcohol 
at  If.  are  now  to  pay  3  pesetas — say  about  Is.  2d.  per  lb. 
Other  pharmaceuticals  are  raised  from  1  to  2  pesetas  per 
kilo.  Medicinal  wines  are  now  specially  named,  the  rate 
being  2^  pesetas  per  kilo.,  but  "other  perfumery "  is 
reduced  from  2.50  pesetas  to  2.20  pesetas  per  kilo., 
and  soap  from  18.75  pesetas  to  15  pesetas  per  1C0  kilos. 
Vegetable  substances  used  in  medicine  are  reduced  from 
25  to  21  pesetas,  but  animal  substances  are  raised  from 

3  pesetas  to  5.60  pesetas.  Mineral  paints  in  powder 
are  raised  from  7.50  pesetas  to  12  pesetas,  those  mixed 
in  oil  from  25.60  pesetas  to  30  pesetas,  and  writing- 
ink  is  advanced  from  25.60  pesetas  to  37.50  pesetas. 
Carbolic  acid,  naphthalin,  and  similar  disinfectants  are 
henceforth  to  pay  1  peseta  per  kilo,  instead  of  60c.  and 
mineral  waters  are  classed  at  25f.  per  hectolitre  in  place  of 
6f.  Sulphur  (formerly  1.25  peseta)  now  pays  1.80  peseta 
unground  and  3  pesetas  for  ground  or  flowers  of  sulphur. 
Albumin  and  industrial  gelatin  pay  52.50  pesetas  per 
100  kilos. ;  and  glycerin  22  pesetas. 
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COUNCIL-MEETING. 
H  'HERE  was  only  a  short  meeting  of  Council  on  Wednes- 
day.  Sympathetic  reference  was  made  to  the  death  of 
Dr.  Hill  (son  of  the  Treasurer)  and  of  Mr.  John  Bowman,  of 
Edinburgh.  From  the  Benevolent  Fund  sums  amounting 
to  89/.  were  granted,  and  it  was  decided  to  hold  the  decen- 
nial Benevolent  Fund  dinner  in  May,  1907.  The  President 
said  a  few  words  as  to  the  Parliamentary  position,  giving 
an  account  of  the  meeting  with  members  of  Parliament  in 
the  House  of  Commons.  This  meeting  has,  the  President 
said,  cleared  the  air.  Nothing  definite  is  known  as  to  when 
the  Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  will  be  taken  in 
the  House  of  Commons,  its  progress  depending  on  the  speed 
with  which  other  Government  measures  are  disposed  of. 
The  President  recommended  (but  did  not  press  it)  that 
members  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Society  should  interview 
members  of  Parliament  at  home  when  the  opportunity  pre- 
sented itself,  the  Vice-President  adding  that  the  inter- 
viewers should  have  a  clear  idea  as  to  what  they  have  to  say. 
The  Jacob  Bell  Scholarships  were  awarded  to  Mr.  G.  F. 
Morell,  and  Mr.  G.  H.  Pearson;  there  were  no  entries  for 
the  Manchester  scholarship.  Delegates  were  appointed  for 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 


The  members  present  at  the  Council-meeting  were  Mr.  R.  A. 
Robinson  (President),  Mr.  J.  R.  Young  (Vice-President), 
and  Messrs.  C.  B.  Allen,  S.  R.  Atkins,  A.  S.  Campkin,  M. 
Carteighe,  W.  G.  Cross,  W.  L.  Currie,  W.  H.  Gibson,  R.  L. 
Gifford,  A.  Hagon,  J.  Harrison,  A.  E.  Hobbs,  G.  T.  W. 
Newsholme,  C.  J.  Park,  D.  Storrar,  C.  Symes,  and  A.  C. 
Wootton. 

Deaths. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  having  been  taken  as 
read  and  confirmed, 

The  President  made  sympathetic  reference  to  the  sudden 
death  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Hills,  son  of  the  Treasurer,  and 

Mr.  Atkins,  as  an  old  friend  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walter 
Hills,  added  a  few  words  of  sympathy  and  referred  to 
Dr.  Hills'  successful  career  at  the  University.  He  (Mr. 
Atkins)  said  he  was  absolutely  unable  to  understand  the 
workings  of  Providence  in  cutting  off  a  young  life  on  the 
very  morning  of  its  day. 

The  President  said  the  Assistant-Secretary  in  Scotland 
had  reported  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Bowman,  who  was 
divisional  secretary  for  Leith. 

Mr.  Currie  said  Mr.  Bowman  was  at  the  outing  of  the 
Edinburgh  Chemists'  Association  a  few  days  before  his 
death,  apparently  in  perfect  health.  He  was  a  'persona  grata 
with  everyone  in  Edinburgh,  and  was  for  some  years  a 
member  of  the  North  British  Executive. 

Elections  and  Restorations. 
A  number  of  members  and  student  associates  were  elected, 
and  some  were  restored  to  their  former  places  in  the  Society. 
Some  names  were  restored  to  the  register,  but  the  number 
and  names  did  not  transpire. 

Finance. 

The  President  said  that  Mr.  Harrington,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  had  met  with  a  slight  accident, 
and  was  in  consequence  confined  indoors  for  a  few  days.  In 
his  absence  Mr.  Carteighe  presented  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee. The  following  are  the  main  features  of  the  report.

Mr.  Carteighe  said  there  was  nothing  special  to  call 
attention  to.  There  have  been  no  windfalls  during  the 
month. 

Mr.  Gibson  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  report,  and  it 
was  agreed  to. 

Benevolent  Fund. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  taken 
in  committee,  after  which 

Mr.  Aikins  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report.  The  agenda 
at  the  meeting  the  day  before  was  a  heavy  one,  fourteen  cases 
having  come  before  the  committee.  Of  these  cases  eight  were 
assisted,  three  declined,  and  three  deferred.  The  amount  of 
the  grants  was  89/.  A  case  sent  back  to  the  committee  last 
month  was  among  those  relieved.  It  was  recommended  that 
the  decennial  Benevolent  Fund  dinner  be  held  in  May,  1907. 
The  first  of  these  functions  was  held  in  1848,  when  800/.  was 
collected ;  the  dinners  following  being  held  in  1867,  1877, 
1887,  and  1897.  At  the  last  2,260/.  was  collected,  and,  Mr. 
Atkins  added,  he  hoped  the  amount  collected  at  next  year's 
function  would  be  as  large,  if  not  larger. 

The  President  endorsed  the  remarks  of  the  committee  as 
to  the  Festival  dinner.  Benevolence  is  one  of  the  chartered 
objects  of  the  Society.  He  hoped  the  Society  would  not  go 
back  on  its  previous  record  collection. 

The  report  was  adopted,  and  a  resolution  was  carried  em- 
powering the  committee  to  make  arrangements  for  the 
dinner. 

The  Library,  Museum,  School,  and  House  Committee. 

The  report  of  this  committee  was  moved  by  the  President 
(in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Hills).  The  report  re- 
ferred to  routine  matters  in  connection  with  the  museum, 
libraries,  and  the  school.  Messrs.  Parkinson's  account  for 
6/.  16s.  6d.  was  approved  of,  and  an  extra  expenditure  of 
9/.  14s.  8d.  for  school  apparatus  was  agreed  to.  Mr. 
Carteighe  was  appointed  school  visitor. 

The  Vice-President  seconding,  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  school  staff  was  reappointed. 

The  Parliamentary  Position. 

The  President  reported  that  he  attended  a  meeting  of 
members  of  Parliament  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
June  26,  the  meeting  taking  place  through  the  kindness  of 
Mr.  Winfrey.  It  was  not  intended  for  members  of  Council 
to  be  present.  The  members  of  Parliament  were  not  con- 
fined to  any  particular  party,  and  special  pains  were  taken  to 
make  it  clear  that  it  is  only  the  title  that  it  is  sought  to 
protect.  He  hoped  the  results  of  the  meeting  would  be 
valuable — he  had,  in  fact,  had  gratifying  testimony  that  the 
meeting  had  cleared  the  air.  This  was  not,  however,  due 
entirely  to  his  efforts,  but  to  the  questions  put  by  the 
members  of  Parliament.  The  President  said  he  had  further 
to  report  that  he  had  seen  the  representative  of  the  Govern- 
ment who  is  responsible  for  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  and  had  been  informed  that 
although  the  Bill  is  down  as  a  Government  measure  the 
Government  is  not  ready  to  deal  with  the  matter.  No 
definite  information  could  be  obtained  as  to  when  the  Bill 
will  come  on,  that  depending  on  the  speed  with  which  other 
measures  are  disposed  of.  He  (the  President)  hoped  that  tho 
steps  that  have  been  taken  by  sending  petitions  and  obtain- 
ing interviews  will  largely  have  the  effect  of  obtaining  an 
alteration  in  the  titles  clause  of  the  Bill.  The  officials  of 
the  department  considering  the  Bill  have  not  made  up  their 
minds,  and  the  Council  is  taking  every  opportunity  of 
influencing  them.    "Till  I  find  we  are  defeated,"  added 
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the  President,  "I  shall  not  believe  that  we  shall  be  de- 
feated." 

Dr.  Symes  added  a  few  words  about  the  promptness  of  j 
the  office  in  keeping  local  secretaries  acquainted  with  the 
course  of  events.    Telegrams  from  the  office  had  had  the 
effect  of  causing  telegrams  to  be  sent  to  local  members  of 
Parliament. 

The  President  said  suggestions  have  been  made  as  to 
whether  members  of  Council  should  interview  members  of 
Parliament  at  home,  and  he  wished  to  say  that  he  had  had 
direct  and  clear  evidence  that  where  members  of  Parlia- 
ment can  be  seen  in  their  own  town  they  will  listen  to  the 
suggestions  of  chemists.  If  members  of  the  Council  or  of 
the  Society  can  wait  on  their  member,  it  will  do  good,  but 
he  did  not  press  the  matter  unless  the  opportunity  presented 
itself.  Interviewing  must  not  be  overdone.  He  had  come 
across  three  instances  in  which  members  of  Parliament  have 
told  him  they  have  seen  too  much  of  chemists. 

Mr.  Campkin  said  chemists  are  indebted  to  the  President 
for  the  efforts,  zeal,  and  energy  he  is  using  on  their  behalf. 
His  energy  is  the  admiration  of  the  whole  of  the  chemists  of 
the  Kingdom.  It  is  open  to  chemists  to  communicate  with 
their  local  members  without  interviews  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  where  members  are  interviewed  quite  sufficiently 
by  their  constituents  cn  other  affairs. 

The  Vice-President  added  that  when  interviewing 
members  of  Parliament  chemists  should  have  a  clear  idea  of 
what  they  have  to  say  and  not  leave,  as  was  sometimes  the 
case,  their  member  in  a  greater  fog  than  before.  He  had 
been  told  of  a  case  where  two  deputations  waited  on  a 
member  of  Parliament,  and  their  views  did  not  agree  in  any 
particular. 

Mr.  Gifford  said  if  the  Council  succeeds  in  its  object  the 
companies  will  not  be  at  a  disadvantage  :  they  will  be  at 
an  advantage  compared  with  the  ordinary  individual.  He 
thought  it  necessary  to  make  it  clear  that  chemists  are  not  j 
seeking  a  privileged  position — it  is  the  other  way. 

Communicating  with  the  Home  Secretary. 

The  General  Purposes  Committee  reported  that  it  is  desir- 
able that  a  resolution  of  Council  should  be  sent  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  the  Home  Department  on  the  subject  of  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 

The  President  explained  that  the  resolution  would  be 
sent  under  the  seal  of  the  Society  setting  forth  the  views  of 
the  Council. 

The  Jacob  Bell  Scholarships. 

The  report  of  the  examiners  appointed  for  the  Jacob  Bell 
and  Manchester  scholarships  was  then  read.  It  stated  that 
the  Jacob  Bell  scholarship  examination  was  held  on  June  19. 
There  were  twelve  candidates — seven  in  London,  two  in 
Manchester,  and  three  in  Edinburgh.  The  number  of  marks 
awarded  is  400.  the  minimum  being  267.  Two  candidates 
obtained  more  than  the  requisite  number  of  marks,  and  are 
recommended  for  the  scholarships.  The  two  scholars  are 
George  Francis  Morell  (Sutton)  and  George  Humphrey  Pear- 
son (Tunbridge  Wells).  There  were  no  entries  for  the  Man- 
chester scholarship. 

The  President,  in  moving  that  the  scholarships  be 
awarded  to  Messrs.  Morell  and  Pearson,  mentioned  that  ex- 
cellent work  had  been  done  by  these  competitors.  The  first 
candidate  obtained  341  marks  out  of  400,  and  the  second  also 
did  very  well.  It  showed  that  there  are  still  gentlemen  of 
ability  and  capacity  coming  forward  in  the  business,  and 
that  the  Jacob  Bell  scholarship  is  a  great  incentive  to  study. 
In  regard  to  the  Manchester  scholarship,  he  hoped  that  the 
Vice-President  would  see  to  it  that  there  were  no  more  blank 
years. 

The  examiners  (Messrs.  Farr  and  Stamp)  were  thanked 
for  their  services. 

Divisional  Secretary. 
Mr.  T.  H.  Prichard  (Abertillery)  was  appointed  divi- 
sional secretary  for  Monmouth  West.

Letter  of  Thanks. 

A  special  letter  of  thanks  was  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association  in  recognition  of  the  valuable 
assistance  rendered  in  connection  with  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Bill.  The  Association  had  wurked  separately,  but  in 
perfect  unison  with  the  Society,  added  the  President. 

This  concluded  the  public  business.

(From  our  Parliamentary  Representative.) 


The  Pharmacy  Bills. 
I  have  taken  occasion  to  interview  some  of  the  members 
who  were  present  at  the  meeting  at  the  House  last  Tuesday 
(reported  on  pp.  972-4  of  last  week's  O.  Jb  D.)  as  to  the  im- 
pression which  the  gathering  had  left  upon  their  minds, 
and  as  to  their  probable  attitude  in  regard  to  the  question 
at  issue. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Seaverns,  the  member  for  Brixton,  who,  it 
will  be  remembered,  put  some  very  pertinent  questions  to 
Mr.  Robinson  and  Mr.  Winfrey  at  the  meeting,  has  fol- 
lowed up  his  attendance  at  the  gathering  by  putting  down  a 
motion  for  the  rejection  of  the  Government's  Bill.  His 
object  in  doing  so,  as  the  hon.  member  explained  to  me 
in  the  Lobby,  is  to  show  the  exception  he  takes  to  the 
passage  of  a  measure  which,  in  its  present  form,  would  take 
away  from  the  individual  chemist  the  sense  of  personal 
responsibility.  Small  private  chemists,  Mr.  Seaverns 
submits,  have  their  own  money  in  the  business  and  conse- 
quently have  a  strong  sense  of  personal  responsibility.  In 
the  case  of  the  company  "chemists,"  on  the  other  hand, 
they  merely,  as  a  pure  matter  of  form,  employ  a  single 
qualified  man,  with  any  number  of  unqualified  assistants, 
no  one  of  whom  has  any  interest  or  sense  of  responsibility 
in  the  business  outside  his  salary.  In  the  case  of  a  man 
receiving,  say,  thirty  shillings  a  week  for  his  services  as 
a  chemist  to  a  company,  Mr.  Seaverns  points  out  that  he 
is  not  in  the  position  to  render  as  he  should  do  an  important 
service  to  the  public,  who  would,  he  considers,  be  far  better 
protected  in  being  served  by  a  man  who  has  some  stake  and 
interest  in  the  chemist's  business  than  by  one  who  simply 
stands  to  them  in  the  relation  of  a  mere  employe  of  a  com- 
pany. Mr.  Seaverns  therefore  appears  to  be  in  substantial 
agreement  with  the  contentions  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society. 

Mr.  David  S.  Waterlow  (Islington,  North)  emphasised 
the  clearness  with  which  the  point  at  issue  had  been  enun- 
ciated at  the  meeting,  and  expressed  his  cordial  agreement 
with  it.  The  title  of  "chemist,"  he  submitted,  should  be 
reserved  exclusively  to  the  man  who  has  been  through  his 
examination  and  who  has  therefore  gained  his  right  to  it. 
Such  a  man  is  clearly  entitled  to  the  appellation  "  chemist," 
and  he  thought  that  any  company  which  wishes  to  enter  the 
business  is  justly  required  to  employ  a  qualified  man,  and  to 
exhibit  his  name  conspicuously  over  the  door  in  order  to 
show  that  he  is  duly  qualified.  But  he  did  not  think  that 
a  company  ought  to  be  allowed  to  display  the  word 
"chemists"  over  their  door,  any  more  than  they  would  be 
entitled  to  exhibit  the  name  of  "Lawyers,"  "Barristers," 
or  any  other  title. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Lever  (Cheshire,  Wirral).  of  Port  Sunlight, 
said  he  is  altogether  in  favour  of  the  use  of  a  distinctive 
title  for  a  distinctive  undertaking.  Chemist  companies 
would  of  course  be  free  to  employ  the  term  "  drug-stores," 
and  he  did  not  think  thev  would  have  anything  to  fear  from 
being  restricted  to  the  use  of  that  title.  The  duly  quali- 
fied chemist  has,  he  said,  established  his  claim  to  that  dis- 
tinctive title  by  examination,  and  it  is  right  that  he  should 
have  the  exclusive  use  of  it,  the  Act  of  1868  having  made 
express  stipulation  with  regard  to  the  employment  of  the 
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title.  Mr.  Leverthinks  that  there  will  be  advantages  derivable 
on  both  sides.  If  the  public  find  that  they  get  more  smartly 
served  at  the  "  drug-stores,"  then  he  thinks  that  these  shops 
will  have  the  favour  of  their  custom.  When,  however,  they 
find  that  at  a  "drug-store"  there  is  no  one  in  attendance 
after  the  ordinary  business-hours,  but  that  at  a  "  chemist's  " 
shop  the  proprietor  can  be  called  up  at  any  hour  of  the 
night  to  supply  their  urgent  needs,  the  public  will  readily 
realise  the  advantage  attaching  to  a  regular  "chemist's." 
In  the  course  of  our  representative's  conversation  with  Mr. 
Lever,  a  member  temporarily  in  his  company  referred  to  the 
objection  sometimes  heard  that  there  is  something  in  the 
nature  of  usurpation  in  the  claim  put  forward  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  names 
"chemist"  and  "druggist."  Mr.  Lever,  however,  was 
quick  to  answer  the  objection  with  the  reminder  that  the 
State,  when  it  passed  the  1868  Act,  showed  that  it  appre- 
ciated the  necessity  for  so  dangerous  and  important  a  trade 
being  placed  upon  a  recognised  footing.  There  is  therefore 
no  analogy  between  the  claim  made  by  a  chemist  and  that 
which,  for  the  sake  of  argument,  might  be  supposed  to  be 
put  forward  by  a  soap-maker  to  a  special  designation — the 
State  not  having  seen  the  necessity  for  interference  in  the 
case  of  a  trade  of  that  kind. 

Sir  George  Kekewich  (Exeter)  observed  that  it  had  been 
made  perfectly  clear  that  the  only  question  at  issue  is  one  of 
title.  This  being  so,  he  had  answered  a  recent  representa- 
tion from  a  co-operative  concern  which  had  addressed  him 
in  opposition  to  the  proposals  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
that  they  had  no  ground  for  complaint,  since  their  business 
would  not  be  interfered  with,  the  restriction  applying  solely 
to  the  employment  of  the  title  "  chemist  "  and  "  druggist." 

Mr.  James  Nolan,  who  has  put  down  a  motion  for  the 
rejection  of  the  Bill  in  common  with  other  members  of  the 
Irish  Nationalist  party,  explained  his  action  on  the  ground 
that  he  is  opposed  to  "  legislation  of  a  kind  which  interferes 
with  the  right  of  a  number  of  people  who  have  been  en- 
gaged in  this  business  for  many  years,  and  who,  as  far  as  he 
had  been  able  to  learn,  had  always  done  their  work  in  a 
satisfactory  way."  It  was  a  little  difficult  to  infer  from 
Mr.  Nolan's  rejoinder  that  in  his  estimation  the  question  at 
issue  is  one  of  title  solely,  and  perhaps  the  impression  that 
more  is  involved  may  be  more  generally  prevalent  among 
members  than  has  been  supposed.  It  will,  of  course,  be 
remembered  that  the  attendance  at  the  "explanatory" 
meeting  was  by  no  means  large,  and  there  is  even,  I  believe, 
ground  for  the  fear  that  some  members  who,  owing  to 
natural  pressure  upon  their  time;  arrived  somewhat  late  at 
the  meeting,  departed  from  it  with  but  an  imperfect  grasp 
of  the  point  which  its  conveners  had  been  endeavouring  to 
emphasise. 

Mr.  R.  Duncan  (Govan)  who  also  attended  the  meeting, 
remarked  that  he  had  at  the  time  of  the  recent  election  given 
an  assurance  of  support  of  the  objects  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society. 

Mr.    Goddard    Clarke    (Camberwell,    Peckham)  has 
favoured  me  with  a  definition  of  his  position  in  the  matter. 
He  points  out  that  the  sole  question  now  at  issue  is  one  of 
the  actual  extent  of  the  time-limit  to  be  allowed  to  existing 
companies  to  continue  the  use  of  the  term  "  Cash  Chemists  " 
upon  their  signs  and  facias.    The  term  allowed  under  the 
Government  Bill  finally,  was,  he  points  out,  one  of  seven 
years.    Other  terms  since  proposed  were  respectively  seven, 
fourteen,  and  twenty-one  years.     The  salient  point  to  be 
borne  in  mind,  however,  was  that  the  compromise  it  was 
sought  to  arrive  at  in  regard  to  a  time-limit  would  effect  a 
final  settlement  of  the  whole  question,  which  consequently 
could  not  be  re-opened  at  any  future  time.    At  the  expiry 
of  the  time-limit  eventually  decided  upon — whatever  that 
time-limit  might  be — the  chemists  would  secure  once  and  for 
all  the  full  title  to  which  they  lay  claim.    In  the  circum- 
stances, he  thought  chemists  should  eagerly  grasp  the  oppor- 
tunity which  such  an  agreement  as  to  time-limit  would  hold 
out  for  a  final  settlement  of  the  whole  matter,  and  for  the 
attainment,  at  the  expiry  of  a  given  number  of  years,  of  the 
ends  they  have  in  view.    His  anxiety  was  that  a  compromise 
should  be  effected ;  and  if  it  were  possible  for  a  time-limit  of, 
say,  fourteen  years,  to  be  mutually  agreed  upon  between 
the  various  parties  interested,  the  matter  would  be  con- 
cluded.   There  is,  Mr.  Clarke  submitted,  no  necessity  to 
emphasise,  because  all  are  agreed   upon  the   point,  the 


necessity  for  the  name  of  the  registered  and  duly-qualified 
chemist  in  charge  to  be  exhibited  in  the  shop.  This  pro- 
posal is  in  the  interests  of  the  public,  and  has  his  entire 
endorsement ;  but  what  he  desires  to  do  away  with  is  the 
unqualified  man,  for  he  thinks  it  unfair  that  an  unqualified 
man  should  be  able  to  do  the  business. 

The  feature  of  the  situation  at  the  moment  is  undoubtedly 
the  impending  interview  between  the  President  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  Mr.  Robinson,  and  Mr.  Winfrey,  with 
Mr.  Herbert  Samuel,  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the 
Home  Department,  with  reference  to  the  fate  of  the  Govern- 
ment's Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  and  of  Mr.  Winfrey's 
Pharmacy  Bill.  Failing  the  consent  of  the  Government  to 
re-introduce  the  amendments  to  the  Bill  which  Lord  Crewe 
was  prevented  from  making  when  the  measure  was  before 
the  House  of  Peers,  the  suggestion,  of  course,  is  that  both 
Bills  should  be  referred  to  a  Select  Committee  to  make  a 
thorough  inquiry  as  to  the  points  at  issue  in  them.  Anxiously 
awaited  though  this  conference  is,  I  am  informed  that  it  will 
not  immediately  take  place,  and  in  the  meantime  those 
interested  in  the  Bills  must  needs  possess  their  souls  in 
patience.  [See  also  p.  10.]  The  second  reading  of  the 
Government's  Bill,  upon  which  no  opportunity  for  discussion 
has  so  far  presented  itself,  has  been  postponed  till  Monday, 
July  9.

I  understand  that  Mr.  C.  Goddard  Clarke,  M.P.,  has 
written  the  following  letter  to  a  correspondent  who 
addressed  him  regarding  his  attitude  in  relation  to  the 
Bill  : 

Dear  Sir, — I  am  afraid  from  the  tone  of  your  letter 
that  you  have  an  erroneous  idea  with  regard  to  my 
attitude  in  connection  with  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Bill  now  in  Parliament.  As  far  as  is  possible  you  may 
rely  upon  my  safeguarding  the  interests  of  chemists  in 
every  possible  way.  The  question  is  now  narrowed  down 
to  a  matter  of  time.  The  Government  introduced,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  time-limit 
of  seven  years,  and  it  is  possible  as  a  compromise,  in 
order  that  the  Bill  might  pass  the  House  of  Lords  to 
become  a  settlement  for  all  time,  that  this  should  be 
extended  to  either  fourteen  or  twenty-one  years.  If  this 
is  done,  even  though  the  advantage  may  not  be  immedi- 
ately felt,  I  think  it  will  be  a  great  victory  for  chemists. 
If  you  would  like  to  see  me  at  the  House  of  Commons  any 
day,  I  shall  be  pleased  to  have  a  few  words  with  you  on 
this  Bill.

fPHE  honours  which  the  King  is  accustomed  to  bestow  on 
JL  the  official  celebration  of  his  birthday  are  exceptionally 
interesting  this  year  because  they  are  the  first  for  a  decade 
in  which  the  advice  of  a  Liberal  Ministry  has  been  taken. 
Here,  however,  we  have  no  politics,  and  our  duty  is  simply 
to  record  who  among  those  honoured  are  connected  with  the 
chemical  and  drug  trades. 

Of  the  six  new  Privy  Councillors  two,  Sir  John  T.  Brunner, 
Bart,  M.P.,  and  Dr.  Robert  Farquharson,  are  well  known 
to  our  readers.  Sir  John  Brunner  has  represented  North- 
wich  in  the  House  of  Commons  since  1885,  with  a  short 
interval  between  1886-87.  He  is  chairman  of  Brunner, 
Mond  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  which  business  he  and  Dr.  Ludwig  Mond 
founded,  Sir  John  talung  the  administrative  and  com- 
mercial sides  of  the  work,  while  Dr.  Mond  looked  after  the 
scientific  and  technical.  Sir  John's  portrait  was  given  in  our 
issue  of  January  13,  p.  59. 

Dr.  Robert  Farquharson  was  M.P.  for  West  Aberdeen- 
shire from  1880  until  the  present  Parliament,  when  he  re- 
tired. He  is  an  old  friend  of  Mr.  Michael  Carteighe, 
whose  assistance  in  his  "Guide  to  Therapeutics"  Dr.  Far-

quharson  has  acknowledged,  and  when  Mr.  Carteighe  was 
trying  in  the  'eighties  to  get  the  Pharmacy  Acts  amended 
Dr.  Farquharson  was  a  sponsor  of  the  Bills.  On  one  or  two 
occasions  he  got  them  past  the  second-reading  stage.  He 
is  the  son  of  an  Aberdeenshire  laird,  Farquharson  of 
Finzean,  and  was  born  in  Edinburgh  seventy  years  ago ; 
there  he  was  educated  and  graduated  as  M.D.  in  1853. 
Afterwards  he  studied  in  Paris,  Berlin,  and  Vienna.  From 
1859  to  1868  he  was  assistant-surgeon  in  the  Coldstream 
Guards,  and  afterwards  was  medical  officer  to  Rugby  School 
and  to  various  hospitals.  He  no  longer  practises.  He  is  a 
LL.D.  of  Aberdeen  University. 

The  new  baronets  include  Mr.  John  Lawrence  Langman 
(who  equipped  the  Langman  Field  Hospital  for  the  South 
African  War),  the  Right  Hon.  Walter  Vaughan  Morgan 
(Lord  Mayor  of  London  and  senior  partner  of  Messrs. 
Morgan  Bros.,  proprietors  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist), 
and  Sir  Christopher  John  Nixon,  M.D.,  representative  for 
Ireland  on  the  General  Medical  Council.  We  printed  a 
portrait  of  Sir  Walter  Vaughan  Morgan  on  the  occasion  of 
his  taking  up  the  mayoral  duties  last  November.  Since  then 
Sir  Walter  has  been  indefatigable  in  the  public  service,  and 
has  entertained  the  King  of  Greece,  the  Prince  and  Princess 
of  Wales,  and  many  other  distinguished  persons  who  have 
visited  London,  or  who  have  been  notable  in  their  exertions 
for  the  public  good. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  of  the  honours  conferred 


is  the  knighthood  given  to  Mr.  Edward  Evans,  of  Liverpool. 
It  rarely  happens  that  anyone  so  directly  connected  with 
pharmacy  is  so  honoured — indeed,  not  for  a  generation  has 
a  wholesale  druggist  in  England  been  knighted.    The  last 

!  was  the  late  Alderman  Dakin.  who  received  the  honour  on 

I  account  of  his  civic  work  in  London.  Sir  Edward  Evans 
has  for  over  a  quarter  of  a  century  been  a  leading  Liberal  in 
Liverpool.  It  is  as  Chairman  of  the  Executive  of  the 
National  Liberal  Federation  during  the  last  eleven  years — 
i.e.,  while  his  party  was  out  of  office — that  he  has  had  an 
opportunity  such  as  even  the  late  Mr.  Schnadhorst  might 
have  quailed  at ;  but  he  stuck  to  it,  rarely  showing  himself, 
but  all  the  time  was  organising,  encouraging,  and  pioneering 

'  the  rank-and-file  of  Liberals  to  furtherance  of  their  prin- 
ciples. Moreover,  he  has  been  constantly  in  touch  with  the 
leaders  of  the  party.  The  late  Mr.  Gladstone  esteemed 
him  highly  as  a  Liberal  stalwart  and  organiser.  The  Earl 
of  Rosebery  has  been  his  guest  at  Spital  Old  Hall,  and  it  is 

1  no  secret  that  the  political  sympathy  between  the  Earl  and 
Sir  Edward  in  regard  to  Imperial  matters  is  exceptionally 
close.  The  Prime  Minister  highly  appreciates  Sir  Edward's 
qualities  as  a  party  leader.    Sir  Edward  Evans  is  a  senior

director  of  Messrs.  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd., 
wholesale  druggists  and  manufacturing  chemists,  Liverpool 
and  London,  and  there  are  few  chemists  in  the  North  of 
England  and  Scotland  who  have  not  shaken  hands  with 
him. 

Two  medical  men  also  receive  Knighthoods — viz., 
Emeritus-Professor  A.  R.  Simpson,  M.D.,  nephew  of  tha 
late  Sir  J.  Y.  Simpson,  and  his  successor  as  professor  of  mid- 
wifery in  Edinburgh  University,  and  Almroth  E.  Wright, 
B.A.  (Dubl.  and  Cantab.),  M.D.  (Durh.),  F.R.S.,  of  St. 
Mary's  Hospital,  formerly  professor  of  pathology  at  Netley 
Hospital.  It  is  to  Sir  A.  E.  Wright  that  we  owe  recent 
developments  of  blood-examination,  the  results  of  which, 
including  the  opsonic  index,  have  thrown  fresh  light  on  the 
causation  of  certain  diseases  and  have  indicated  rational 
methods  of  treatment.  He  received  the  honorary  degree  of 
Sc.D.  from  the  Dublin  University  on  July  4. 

Among  the  minor  honours  we  observe  that  a  Companion- 
ship of  the  Indian  Empire  is  conferred  upon  Lieutenant- 
j  Colonel  David  Prain.  M.B..  Indian  Medical  Service, 
director  of  the  Royal  Botanical  Gardens,  and  Government 
Quinologist,  Calcutta,  now  Superintendent  of  the  Royal 
Botanic  Gardens.

fIDobern  Sbops. 


SIR  ASTON  WEBB,  R.A.,  contributes  a  pithy  note 
to  the  current  issue  of  the  "  Nineteenth  Century  and 
After "  on  improved  shop-architecture  for  London,  with 
special  reference  to  the  new  Regent's  Quadrant,  Regent 
Street,  London,  now  in  course  of  transformation  according 
to  designs  by  Mr.  R.  Norman  Shaw,  R.A.  On  the  old  St. 
James's  Hall  site  a  new  hotel  is  being  built,  and  shops  are 
to  be  a  feature  of  the  buildings.  This  is  the  point  of  Sir 
Aston  Webb's  observations.  In  the  course  of  his  remarks 
he  says  : 

The  site  is  admittedly  one  of  the  finest  in  London,  and 
demands  as  a  first  consideration  the  best  architectural 
treatment  obtainable,  while  at  the  same  time  providing  suit- 
able shops  on  the  ground  floor  and  an  elevation  of  good 
architectural  character  which  shall  not  be  too  costly  and 
burdensome  for  the  tenants  who  have  to  rebuild.  With 
regard  to  this  latter  point,  the  architect  to  the  hotel  syndi- 
cate, who  is  now  carrying  out  that  portion  of  Mr.  Shaw's 
■elevation,  has  recently  stated  that  the  design  is  found  to  be 
in  its  lines  and  details  one  of  the  most  simple  it  is  possible 
to  have. 

As  to  the  provision  of  suitable  shops,  we  have  long  been 
called  a  nation  of  shopkeepers :  let  us  hope  that  what  is 
being  now  done  in  the  Quadrant  will  set  a  fashion  which 
may  presently  warrant  the  phrase  of  "  artistic  shopkeepers  " 
being  applied  to  us. 

Regent  Street  is  above  all  things  a  shopping  street,  and 
T)f  course  for  the  public  convenience  it  should  and  will  be 
so ;  but  as  it  is  also  our  finest  street,  it  should  provide 
especially  for  our  finest  shops  in  the  finest  way — and  this 
cannot  be  done  unless  proper  scope  is  given  to  architectural 
requirements. 

Of  recent  years,  "  unmitigated  "  shop-fronts  have  been 
allowed  to  run  riot  through  our  streets,  facilitated  perhaps 
by  the  relaxed  conditions  in  the  latest  Building  Act.  It 
seems  to  be  considered  essential  by  some  to  face  the  whole 
of  the  ground  and  first  floor  fronts  of  a  long  series  of  houses 
with  an  appalling  mixture  of  plate-glass,  looking-glass, 
and  tawdry  wood  and  brass  work ;  to  commence  any  archi- 
tectural treatment  on  the  second  floor,  and  to  cover  the 
whole  building  over  in  due  course  with  advertising  an- 
nouncements. Now,  even  if,  as  some  contend,  this  vulgar 
treatment  results  in  increased  sales  for  a  time,  there  can 
be  little  doubt  that  it  leads  in  the  long  run  to  the  deteriora- 
tion of  the  character  of  the  street  and  of  the  shops  as  first- 
class  business  property.  It  has  been  hinted,  in  the  supposed 
interest  of  the  shopkeepers,  that  provision  should  have 
been  made  for  such  shop-fronts  in  the  Quadrant  itself, 
whore  surely  if  anywhere  such  a  treatment  should  be  an 
absolutely  derogatory  impossibility. 


Walking  through  our  streets  it  is  fairly  obvious  to  the 
most  superficial  observer  that  it  is  not  necessarily  the  best 
firms  who  have  the  largest  window-shows,  but  rather  the 
contrary. 

Public  taste,  by  common  consent,  has  improved  in  recent 
years,  and  is  hardly  likely  to  be  long  impressed  with  these 
vulgar  shop-fronts  which  entirely  disregard  all  surrounding 
aesthetic  and  structural  conditions,  and  vulgarise  not  only 
the  buildings  to  which  they  are  attached,  but  also  the  goods 
which  are  displayed  in  them. 

Art  dealei-s  seem  for  some  time  to  have  become  aware 
that  the  more  precious  the  articles  the  fewer  of  them  need 
be  shown  at  one  time,  and  in  manv  businesses  the  size  of  the 
show-space  seems  to  diminish  in  direct  ratio  with  the  stand- 
ing of  the  firm.  Quality  is  treated  as  more  important  than 
quantity.

Camwai,  Ltd.,  have  been  awarded  a  gold  medal  for 
mineral  waters  at  the  International  Exhibition  of  Health, 
Food,  and  Hygiene  now  being  held  at  the  Crystal  Palace. 

The  Garden  Town. — Following  upon  the  encouraging 
success  attending  the  introduction  of  Cheltenham  waters 
about  eighteen  months  ago,  the  Corporation  of  Chelten- 
ham are  now  making  strong  efforts  to  revive  the  ancient 
repute  of  Cheltenham  as  a  spa.  In  the  days  when  George 
the  Third  was  king,  the  aristocracy  of  the  country  flocked 
to  the  fashionable  "watering-place,"  and  part  of  the  new 
Town  Hall,  recently  built  at  a  cost  of  45,000?.,  has  been 
converted  into  a  well-appointed  suite  of  baths  (including  a 
brine-bath),  while  the  principal  wells  have  been  acquired 
by  the  Corporation.  The  Central  Spa  was  opened  with 
much  eclat  last  week,  a  handsome  illustrated  booklet  has 
been  issued,  and  the  authorities  (with  the  unwearied  aid 
of  the  Cheltenham  and  District  Chemists'  Association)  are 
endeavouring  to  bring  back  to  charming  Cheltenham  its 
pristine  popularity.  Chemists  should  write  to  the  Town 
Hall,  or  to  Mr.  J.  A.  Thomas,  of  the  College  Pharmacy. 
Cheltenham,  for  the  Cheltenham  booklet.  A  perusal  of 
the  attractions  in  that  delightful  neighbourhood  will  doubt- 
less decide  many  pharmacists  as  to  the  venue  of  their 
annual  vacation. 

Photographic  Measures. — Messrs.  W.  Butcher  &  Sons, 
Camera  House,  Farringdon  Avenue,  London,  E.C.,  are 
introducing  a  new  set  of  glass  measures  for  photographers. 
The  figures  and  letters  are  clear  glass  on  a  panel  of  dead 
black,  and  are  thus  easy  to  read  in  the  dun  light  of  the 


developing-room.  The  measures  are  shaped  like  a  medi- 
I  cine-tumbler,  and  are  sent  out  nested,  each  package  con- 
taining a  10-oz.,  4-oz.,  and  1-oz.  measure.  The  set  sells 
at  2s.,  but  the  measures  are  sold  separately,  this  being 
apparently  the  cheapest  way  from  the  customer's  point  of 
view.  The  illustration  gives  a  good  idea  of  the  style  and 
package  of  the  new  measure ;  but  only  two  out  of  the  three 
measures  are  shown. 


Beeswax  is  a  small  but  growing  article  of  export  from 
Quilimane,  Portuguese  East  Africa;  last  year  15  tons  (1,216/.) 
was  exported,  11  tons  going  to  France  and  4  tons  to 
Germany.  Coco-nut  plantations  are  assuming  extensive  pro- 
portions, and  the  output  of  copra  is  confidently  expected  to 
increase  from  year  to  year,  as  many  estates  have  lately  come 
into  bearing :  2,233  tons  of  copra  was  exported  last  year,  of 
which  1,819  tons  was  consigned  to  Lisbon,  the  share  secured 
by  the  United  Kingdom  and  Colonies  being  only  80  tons.

Mr.  Secretary  Gladstone 

is  the  Minister  of  the  existing 
Cabinet  upon  whom  seems  to  devolve  the  ungrateful  task  of 
rejecting  appeals,  whether  on  behalf  of  criminals  or 
chemists.  Not  long  ago  he  refused  somewhat  curtly  to  admit 
the  claims  of  diachylon  to  a  place  in  the  Poisons  Schedule,  in 
opposition  to  the  prayer  of  the  medical  profession.  Lately 
lie  has  had  to  harden  his  heart  against  the  request  of  Mr. 
Winfrey  for  a  Select  Committee  to  consider  the  two  Phar- 
macy Bills  at  present  before  the  House  of  Commons.  With 
the  best  will  in  the  world  it  is  not  easy  to  find  reasons  to 
complain  of  this  decision.  Practically,  though  perhaps  un- 
fortunately, we,  chemists  and  our  champions,  have  accepted 
the  proposals  of  the  Government  Bill  with  the  one  exception 
of  the  title  matter.  We  are  not  now  pressing  the  claims 
which  we  urged  so  energetically  at  the  General  Election  and 
before,  and  we  are  almost  welcoming  the  Privy  Council's 
assault  on  our  long  monopoly  of  the  sale  of  poisons.  The 
question  of  the  right  to  use  the  designation  "chemist  and 
druggist"  is  no  doubt  of  importance  to  us,  but  it  is  difficult 
to  argue  with  due  gravity  that  the  settlement  of  this  dispute 
requires  the  machinery  of  a  Select  Committee.  Two  speeches 
of  ten  minutes  each  in  the  House  by  members  acquainted 
with  the  subject  would  suffice  to  place  both  sides  fairly 
before  members,  and,  if  it  gets  so  far,  we  and  our  antagonists 
must  be  willing  to  put  up  with  the  resulting  vote. 
Audacity, 

and  always  Audacity,  said  Danton  to  the  Conven- 
tion, "  et  la  France  est  sauvee."  Mr.  Winfrey  and  the  Pre- 
sident of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  are  assimilating 
Danton's  policy.  For  it  surely  approached  the  audacious  to 
organise  a  lecture  to  legislators  in  the  very  precincts  of  their 
sacred  Chamber.  It  is  to  be  presumed  that  permission  for 
this  agitation  had  to  be  obtained  from  the  Prime  Minister  or 
the  Speaker,  or  from  someone  in  authority,  and  the  un- 
comfortable suspicion  will  force  itself  into  these  reflections 
that  consent  may  have  been  granted  in  consideration  rather 
of  our  insignificance  than  of  our  power.  I  doubt  if  Miss 
Billington  could  have  got  a  Committee-room,  and  I  am  not 
sure  that  Mr.  Chamberlain  would  be  granted  one  for  tariff 
reform  advocacy,  if  he  desired  it.  It  may  be  supposed,  more- 
over, that  the  meeting  was  open  to  all  members,  and  also  that 
if  Mr.  Winfrey  might  bring  Mr.  Robinson,  Mr.  Duckworth 
might  have  turned  up  with  Mr.  Boot.  I  am  far  from  saying 
that  it  would  not  be  of  great  advantage  if  public  questions  on 
which  Parliament  has  to  vote  were  threshed  out  in  this  way 
by  chosen  debaters  from  outside,  especially  if  members  could 
be  compelled  to  come  and  listen.  But  it  is  not  yet  the  usual 
method.  Of  the  twenty-three  members  who  attended  the 
meeting,  it  is  clear  that  a  few  at  least  needed  the  education 
provided,  but,  reading  between  the  lines  of  the  report,  it  does 
seem  that  some  of  them  found  it  difficult  to  realise  that  the 
description  of  the  shop  was  indeed  the  only  objection  which 
chemists  were  making  to  the  Government  Bill. 
Pharmak  words— 

that  is,  words  formed  from  the  Greek  root 
pharmalc — occupy  a  page  of  the  new  part  of  the  Historical 
English  Dictionary,  and  the  illustrative  quotations  given 
furnish  an  interesting  study.  Dr.  Murray  deals  only  with 
the  words  as  they  are  found  in  English.  The  most  interest- 
ing part  of  their  history,  if  it  could  be  told,  would  belong 
to  many  centuries  earlier.  Some  German  scholars,  for 
example,  have  discovered  traces  of  a  word  similar  to  "  phar- 
macy "  in  Egyptian  records.    In  Greece,  too,  pharmacy  was 


at  first  apparently  an  honourable  profession,  but  by  the  time 
of  St.  Paul  it  had  become  so  degraded  by  its  association  with 
sorcery  and  poisoning  that  the  name  was  used  by  the  Apostle 
in  the  Epistle  to  the  Galatians  (v.  20)  to  indicate  one  of  the 
disgraceful  practices  of  the  period.  France  may  be  said  to 
have  rehabilitated  the  word  in  modern  times.  The  earliest 
quotation  given  in  the  Dictionary  in  which  the  word  "  phar- 
macy "  occurs  is  from  Chaucer's  Knight's  Tale,  about  1368  : 
"  Somme  hadden  salues  and  somme  hadden  charmes,  Fer-  . 
macies  of  herbes  "  :  there  it  meant  prepared  medicines.  In 
Lanfranc's  Cirurg.  (about  1400),  "A  walkynge  vlcus  is 
heelid  with  rleobotomie  and  f ormacie "  (or.  as  in  another 
edition,  "  ffarmasie  ")  :  here  it  refers  to  treatment  by  medi- 
cine. In  our  modern  sense  it  is  found  in  a  translation  of 
Guillemeau's  Fr.  Chirurg.  (1597)  thus  :  "  Pharmacia  in- 
structed us  how  to  compownde  our  medicaments."  The  first 
quotation  where  it  is  used  to  signify  a  dispensing  store  is 
taken  from  "  Frazer's  Magazine,"  vii.  321  (1833): 
"Attached  to  the  church  is  a  pharmacy  where  medicine  is 
dispensed  gratis." 
Other  Pharmak  Words 

are  not  quite  satisfactorily  treated. 
For  example,  "pharmaceutist"  is  quoted  from  Majendie's 
"Formulary"  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Gully  (father  of  the  ex- 
Speaker),  1836,  in  an  allusion  to  "  M.  Leroux,  a  pharma- 
ceutist of  Vitry-le-Francais."  In  my  edition  of  Paris's 
"  Pharmacologia,"  1833,  the  word  appears,  and  that  work 
was  first  published  in  1812.  "Pharmacist"  is  quoted  first 
from  Lytton's  "Pompeii"  I.  ii.,  "Unskilful  pharmacists! 
pleasure  and  study  are  not  elements  to  be  thus  mixed 
together."  This  is  dated  1834.  Burton's  "Anatomy  of 
Melancholy"  yields  the  earliest  quotation  for  "  pharma- 
copea "  in  1621 ;  but  the  first  London  Pharmacopoeia  was 
published  in  1618,  and  the  first  known  use  of  the  title  was 

'  Dr.  Foes'  Pharmacopoeia,  published  at  Basle  in  1542.  Ihis 
must  have  been  referred  to  in  English  medical  books  of  the 
sixteenth  century.  "  Pharmaceutical  chemist  "  is  only  given 
as  a  quotation  from  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868.  "  Pharma- 
copole  "  and  "  pharmacopolist "  were  sixteenth  and  seven- 
teenth century  alternative  terms  for  apothecaries,  and  the 

:  shop  of  a  pharmacopole  was  sometimes  called  a  "  pharma- 
copoly."  "Pharmacology,"  "pharmacognosy,"  "  pharma- 
cography,"  "  pharmacopedics,"  "  pharmacomania,"  and 
"pharmacodynamics"    are    mentioned    and  illustrated. 

j  "  Pharmacal "    ("a    pharmacal    artist"),    "  pharmacize," 

i  "  pharmack "  (a  drug,  from  Old  French  pharmaque).  and 
"  pharmacotheon,"  a  divine  drug,  are  named  as  obsolete 
terms.     "  Pharmacolite,"  a  hydrous  arsenate  of  calcium 

'  named  by  Karsten  in  1800,  and  "  pharmacosiderite,"  a 
hydrous  arsenate  of  iron  named  by  Hausman  in  1813,  are 
minerals  whose  names  are  derived  from  pharmakbn  in  its 
sense  of  a  poison.   Finally  it  may  be  added  that  Dr.  Murray 

]  is  not  dogmatic  about  the  pronunciation  "of  "  pharmaceutic," 
but  offers  the  choice  of  either  a  soft  or  hard  pronunciation  of 
its  first  "  c." 

"Established  Yesterday" 

was  the  legend  painted  over  a  new 
shop— not  a  pharmacy— in  a  London  suburb.  It  was  there 
when  I  passed  the  same  locality  a  few  weeks  later,  so  it  is 
obviously  intended  as  a  figure  of  speech,  and  perhaps  as  a 
gentle  satire  on  self-satisfied  competitors.  Whether  this 
or  the  usually  adopted  intimation  of  venerable  antiquity  is 
the  more  tempting  announcement  for  the  public  is  a  ques- 
tion which  may  be  worth  consideration.

As  Others  See  Us. 

The  lull  in  parliamentary  effort  is  a  suitable  opportunity 
for  a  little  reflection  upon  the  present  condition  of  the  drug- 
trade  in  this  country.  We  have  heard  a  good  deal 
about  it  of  late  from  Colonial  and  other  visitors,  and  very 
little  that  they  have  to  say  is  complimentary  to  the  home 
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conditions,  while  all  are  unanimous  in  saying  that  chemists 
in  the  Colonies  are  more  go-ahead,  more  assertive  of  their 
rights  to  a  living  profit,  and  more  eager  to  take  up  new  busi- 
ness ideas  than  are  their  confreres  at  home.  Many  of  the 
visitors  seek  to  diagnose  the  cause  of  the  depression  which 
appears  to  prevail  among  home  chemists,  and  some  believe 
that  they  hit  the  mark  with  the  saying  "they  weigh  in 
grains  and  think  in  grains."  We  do  not  venture  to  dogma- 
tise further  than  to  say  that  an  exact  parallel  cannot  be 
drawn  between  colonial  and  home  pharmacy  ;  the  conditions 
of  medical  practice  and  of  trading  are  radically  different 
in  both,  and  this  is  fatal  to  exact  comparison.  Several 
elements  making  for  depression  or  success  are  common 
to  both.  First  come  diminished  profits  on  proprietary 
goods,  due  to  these  being  made  trading  "  leaders  "  by  those 
who  are  not  chemists.  These  profits  have  been  cut  down 
universally  to  a  barely  paying  margin  for  the  sake  of  attract- 
ing custom  for  other  goods.  The  margin  is  much  less  at 
home  than  abroad,  because,  on  the  whole,  working-expenses 
are  greater  abroad  ;  but  since  the  advent  of  the  P.A.T.A. 
profits  have  greatly  improved  and  the  suicidal  cutting  ten- 
dency has  been  checked.  This  lead  at  home  has  been 
followed  in  America  and  the  Colonies.  The  second  element 
in  common  is  that  chemists  everywhere  find  it  necessary  to 
Tje  continually  on  the  look-out  for  new  classes  of  goods  to 
add  to  their  business.  This  from  the  trading  point  of  view 
is  the  proper  thing,  but  in  English  pharmacy  the  tradition 
is  against  doing  much  else  than  has  been  done  before,  and 
there  is  an  ingrained  disposition  to  regard  the  old  lines  of 
business  and  respectability  as  synonymous  terms.  As  far 
as  we  can  gather  from  our  callers,  the  higher  ratios  of  profit 
and  the  greater  returns  in  the  Colonies  are  due  to  the  condi- 
tions of  isolation  existing  in  new  countries  with  wide 
distances  between  trading  centres,  and  wherever  there  are 
great  aggregations  of  people — i.e.,  in  large  cities — the  home 
conditions  of  competition  are  repeated.  It  must  also  be 
borne  in  mind  that  incomes  of  workers  are  higher  in  the 
Colonies,  so  there  is  more  money  to  spend,  and  it  is  spent 
more  freely.  The  striking  differences  between  the  Old 
Country  and  distant  parts  of  the  Empire,  and,  we  think, 
the  elements  that  most  account  for  the  depression  here,  are 
(1)  the  absence  of  dispensing  practice  for  chemists  in 
England  and  Wales  and  (2)  the  change  from  the  credit  to 
the  cash  trading  principle  in  business,  the  latter  resulting 
in  co-operative  stores  and  department  stcres  with  great 
reductions  of  profits.  The  latter  system  is  not  so  exten- 
sively adopted  in  the  Colonies,  but  it  exists  as  a  difficulty 
which  has  had  to  be  reckoned  with,  yet  so  far  Colonial 
chemists  have  had  compensation  in  their  dispensing  depart- 
ments. The  dispensing  of  medical  prescriptions  is  good 
business  ;  it  is  pharmacy  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word,  and 
the  most  profitable  part  of  the  drug-trade — in  short,  it  is 
the  chemist's  mainstay.  Eut  not  in  England  and  Wales. 
How  few  of  cur  visitors — hew  few  of  ourselves — realise 
that  nine-tenths  of  the  medical  practitioners  in  England  and 
Wales  do  their  own  dispensing.  There  are  nearly  25.0C0 
registered  medical  practitioners  in  London,  the  English 
provinces,  and  Wales,  and  assuming  that  as  many  as  5,000  of 
these  do  not  dispense,  the  chemist's  work  done  by  the  other 
20.000  would,  at  about  5s.  worth  of  medicines  per.  day, 
amount  to  1,500,000/.  per  year  of  300  days,  and  add  2C0Z.  a 
year  to  each  chemist's  returns.  The  figures  may  be  startling  ; 
but  we  really  think  them  modest.  Few  dispensing  chemists 
in  Scotland,  Ireland,  or  the  Colonies  do  so  little  dispensing 
as  5s.  worth  per  day,  and  that  is  exactly  what  the  majority 
of  chemists  in  England  and  Wales  do  not  get.  We  believe 
we  are  right  in  saying  that  the  lack  of  it  accounts  for  the 
greater  display  of  fancy  goods  in  chemist's  shops.    It  has 


been  assumed  that  company  and  store-trading  is  the  cause 
of  the  change,  but  this  we  believe  to  be  wrong,  and  the 
common  experience  of  dispensing  chemists  is  that  in  dis- 
pensing they  hold  their  own  against  company  competition, 
the  individuality  of  the  dispenser  being  to  the  public  a 
more  important  consideration  in  such  service  than  the 
question  of  price.  From  the  foregoing  it  is  clear  that  the 
Bills  now  before  Parliament  will  not  afford  the  slightest 
measure  or  relief  from  the  conditions  portrayed.  Company 
trading  in  pharmacy  is  not  f'o  be  stopped,  nor  will  it  be 
much  handicapped  if  companies  are  prohibited  from  using 
the  title  "  chemist."  Medical  practitioners  will  net  be 
interfered  with  in  dispensing  medicines,  even  if  the 
Society's  own  Bill  should  become  law.  Relief  would  lie 
in  these  directions,  but  it  is  not  even  suggested  by 
chemists  themselves  that  legislation  should  go  on  these 
lines.  There  is  nothing  else  in  the  Bills  to  give  relief  to 
present  trading  conditions,  but  rather  the  contrary ;  and  in 
view  of  the  indisputable  fact  that  English  chemists  have  not 
the  opportunity  of  practising  as  dispensing  chemists  which 
exists  in  other  parts  of  the  Empire,  the  proposed  imposition 
upon  them  of  a  compulsory  curriculum  to  better  fit  them  for 
work  they  do  not  get  is  Gilbertian  in  the  highest. 


New  Export  Regulations. 

Exporters  of  perfumed  spirits  on  drawback  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  obtaining  an  important  concession  from  the 
Inland  Revenue  Department  in  regard  to  the  exportation 
of  perfumed  spirits.  New  regulations  have  been  issued 
under  which  half-gallon  cases  of  these  can  be  shipped,  and 
the  use  of  metal  canisters  in  the  future  is  allowed.  As  some 
misapprehension  has  arisen  over  this  latest  concession,  we 
give  a  precis  of  the  regulations  incorporating  the  latest 
revision  of  the  authorities,  in  the  hope  that  all  doubt  may 
be  dispelled.  Any  licensed  rectifier  or  compounder  can  ex- 
port cases  containing  bottles  or  metal  canisters  of  tinctures, 
flavouring-essences,  and  perfumed  spirits,  all  separately 
distinguished  but  packed  together  in  the  same  case.  If  the 
exporter  prefers,  only  tinctures  or  medicinal  spirits  may  be 
packed.  So,  too,  the  case  may  contain  solely  flavouring- 
essences  or  perfumed  spirits  The  bottles  and  canisters  may 
be  as  small  as  the  exporter  pleases,  there  being  no  minimum 
fixed.  Formerly,  no  case  could  contain  less  than  a  bulk 
gallon,  no  matter  what  its  contents  were.  Now  an  excep- 
tion is  made  where  perfumed  spirits  only  are  packed,  and  the 
case  may  contain  half  a  bulk  gallon.  Notwithstanding  this 
exception  the  minimum  shipping  consignment  remains  the 
same  for  perfumed  spirits — that  is,  one  bulk  gallon.  As 
this  distinction  may  appear  too  subtle  to  grasp  we  may 
recapitulate  the  particulars  concerning  bottling,  casing,  and 
shipping  the  three  classes  of  goods  above  mentioned.  Ex- 
port goods  can  leave  the  country  in  three  kinds  of  packages — - 
the  case,  the  jar,  and  the  drum.  Let  attention  be  centred  on 
the  case.  No  matter  whether  it  contain  (1)  tinctures  or 
medicinal  spirits,  (2)  flavouring-essences,  (3)  perfumed 
spirits,  alone,  together,  or  any  two  of  them,  either  bottles  or 
metal  canisters  may  now  be  used  to  hold  the  liquids.  These 
bottles  and  canisters  may  be  as  small  as  desired  and  there 
may  also  be  any  number  of  sizes.  Of  course  each  size  should 
be  kept  together  and  also  each  kind  of  preparation.  Now 
as  to  the  capacity  of  the  case.  If  tinctures  or  medicinal 
spirits,  flavouring-essences,  and  perfumed  spirits  be  in  the 
same  case,  then  there  must  be  one  bulk  gallon  in  that  case. 
If  tinctures  or  medicinal  spirits  alone  are  packed,  still  the 
regulations  insist  on  the  bulk  gallon  being  present.  So,  too, 
if  flavouring-essences  only  are  packed,  the  minimum  one 
bulk  gallon  is  insisted  upon.    But  if  the  case  contain  only 
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perfumed  spirits  the  revised  regulations  permit  half  a  bulk 
gallon  to  be  the  minimum.  In  a  previous  issue  we  pointed 
out  that  under  the  term  "  perfumed  spirits  "  is  included  not 
only  ordinary  perfumes  but  dentifrices,  hair-washes,  and 
brilliantines,  so  that  this  concession  to  export  half-gallon 
cases  will  benefit  many  merchants.  So  much  for  the 
minimum  contents  of  a  case.  There  is  no  maximum.  So 
far  as  the  authorities  care,  the  case  may  be  as  big  as  a 
house.  As  to  shipment,  there  must  be  still  two  bulk 
gallons,  but  one  only  for  the  perfumed-spirit  class  of  goods 
when  shipped  alone.  If  an  exporter  wished  to  send  out 
the  smallest  quantity  in  the  smallest-sized  case,  he  would  be 
compelled  to  ship  two  cases,  but  if  those  cases  contained 
bottles  or  canisters  of  perfumed  spirits  only  they  would  be 
one  half  the  size — viz.,  half  a  gallon  each.  Should  an  ex- 
porter wish  to  go  below  these  limits,  special  permission  of 
the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  would  be  requisite,  and  in  all 
probability  a  charge  would  be  imposed  to  pay  for  the  attend- 
ance of  the  examining  officer.  The  regulations  respecting 
exportation  in  jars  covered  with  wickerwork  and  iron 
drums  uncased  remain  unchanged.  Not  less  than  two 
gallons  nor  more  than  ten  gallons  may  be  contained  in  any 
one  jar  or  drum.  A  somewhat  curious  anomaly  is  the  regu- 
lation which  prevents  exporters  of  flavouring-essences  and 
perfumed  spirits  from  supplying  ships'  stores.  This  im- 
portant privilege  is  restricted  to  tinctures  or  medicinal 
spirits,  and  consequently  undue  facilities  are  thrown  in  the 
way  of  those  who  either  manufacture  in  bond  or  manufac- 
ture in  Germany  instead.  This  is  probably  the  next  anomaly 
which  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  will  pay  attention 
to  and  remove. 


Irish  Druggists  as  Ph.C.s. 

By  the  Irish  Pharmacy  Act  of  1890  persons  who  have 
served  four  years  with  a  chemist  and  druggist  or 
registered  druggist  in  Ireland  have  the  privilege  of 
entering  for  the  pharmaceutical  chemists'  licence  on 
complying  with  the  regulations  in  force  for  the  time 
being  and  serving  two  years  with  a  pharmaceutical  chemist. 
The  regulations  are  those  applicable  to  persons  who  have 
been  apprenticed  to  pharmaceutical  chemists,  and  include 
(a)  passing  the  Preliminary  examination,  (6)  attending  the 
courses  of  instruction  in  botany,  chemistry,  and  materia 
medica,  and  otherwise  conforming  to  the  regulations  as  to 
age,  fees,  and  other  conditions,  saving  the  service  as  above 
mentioned.  Hitherto  one  of  the  conditions  has  been  that  at 
least  one  year  must  elapse  between  passing  the  Preliminary 
examination  and  entering  for  the  Licence  examination,  but 
this  period  has  by  a  new  regulation  been  extended  to  four 
years.  In  our  correspondence  columns  Mr.  Carse,  of 
Belfast,  criticises  the  application  of  the  new  regulation  to 
the  druggist  class  of  candidates,  and  he  does  so  in  somewhat 
strong  language,  saying  that  the  regulation  shows  "ab- 
surdity, ignorance,  and  lack  of  foresight."  We  judge  from 
what  Mr.  Carse  says  that  he  realises  that  the  Ph.C.  class  of 
candidates  will  get  in  for  the  Licence  examination  four 
years  after  passing  the  Preliminary,  but  the  druggist  class 
in  six  years.  That  is  what  we  make  it  out  to  be.  The  new 
regulation  says  : 

Candidates  .  .  .  must  .  .  .  have  passed  the  Preliminary 
examination  prior  to  the  four-years'  service  required  by 
Regulation  III. 

Regulation  III.  mentions  in  fa  "a  term  of  four  years" 
with  a  Ph.C,  etc.,  and  in  If  6  "an  apprenticeship  ...  of 
four  years  to  a  chemist  and  druggist,"  etc.  As  the  new 
regulation  mentions  "  four  years,"  and  these  are  the  only 
references  to  "  four  years  "  in  Regulation  III.,  we  can  only 


conclude  that  those  falling  within  the  U  b  class  must  pass 
the  Preliminary  examination  six  years  before  entering  for 
the  Licence  examination.  The  point  is,  of  course,  open  to 
discussion,  although  the  language  of  the  regulation  leaves 
no  room  for  doubt,  the  whole  object  of  the  change  being  to 
ensure  that  candidates  for  the  Licence  examination  get  clear 
of  their  scholastic  qualification  before  proceeding  to  fulfil  the 
other  conditions  for  their  pharmaceutical  qualification.  It 
would  be  interesting,  nevertheless,  to  have  an  official  ex- 
pression of  opinion  on  the  point.  Mr.  Carse  does  not 
prove  his  statement  that  the  new  regulation  is  ultra 
vires.  Reference  to  Section  10  of  the  1890  Act  fixes  the 
four  and  two  years'  limit  of  time  for  druggist  candidates  as 
well  as  compliance  with  "the  regulations  of  the  Society  in 
force  for  the  time  being,"  and  the  new  regulation  appears  to 
have  been  passed  with  due  regard  to  the  formalities.  Nor 
can  it  now  be  blocked  as  Mr.  Carse  suggests,  for  it  has  been 
approved  by  the  Lord-Lieutenant,  published  in  the  "  Dublin 
Gazette,"  and  has  been  laid  before  Parliament.  This  last 
proceeding  is  the  final  statutory  step,  so  that  the  regulation 
has  now  the  like  force  and  effect  as  if  it  had  been  enacted. 


B.P.C. 

The  meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  to 
be  held  at  Birmingham  in  the  last  week  of  this  month 
promises  to  be  successful  in  every  respect.  The  local  com- 
mittee has  the  peculiar  fortune  to  have  more  experience  in 
such  matters  than  the  chemists  of  any  other  city  or  town 
in  the  kingdom,  for  this  is  the  third  occasion  in  the  his- 
:  tory  of  the  Conference  that  the  annual  meeting  is  to  be 
held  in  Birmingham,  and  both  the  chairman  and  secretary 
of  the  local  committee  have  acted  in  the  same  capacities 
before.  Moreover,  the  chemists  of  Midland  towns  within 
ready  reach  of  Birmingham  are  co-operating  with  their 
confreres  there  to  secure  the  pleasure  of  visitors,  and  the 
programme,  which  we  printed  last  week,  indicates  that 
there  will  be  no  lack  of  entertainment  and  pleasure.  This 
programme,  in  booklet  form,  has  been  issued  this  week, 
and  any  chemist  who  has  not  received  a  copy,  and  desires 
to  attend  the  meeting,  should  communicate  with  Mr. 
Charles  Thompson,  159  Stratford  Road,  Sparkbrook,  Bir- 
mingham. While  the  local  arrangements  have  been  pro- 
ceeding the  Executive  officers  of  the  Conference  iiave  been 
preparing  for  the  real  work  of  the  meeting,  which,  it  is 
well  to  remember,  is  first  and  foremost  "the  encourage- 
ment of  pharmaceutical  research."  We  believe  that  Mr. 
W.  A.  H.  Naylor,  who  will  occupy  the  presidential  chair 
for  the  second  time,  will  in  his  address  not  be  unmindful 
of  this  purpose,  and  the  secretaries  have  already  received 
promises  of  the  following  communications  :

We  have  now  before  us  further  evidence  that  Mr. 
Jhonson  has  commenced  to  work  the  grocery-trade.  Mr. 
Joshua  Wilson,  wholesale  grocer,  Hull,  has  been  appointed 
an  agent,  and  application  was  also  made  to  Messrs.  May 
&  Co.,  Norwich.  We  have  received  further  letters  of  com- 
plaint from  chemists  this  week ;  but  we  hope  that  what  we 
have  said  regarding  the  Byron  Manufacturing  Co.  will 
have  sufficed  to  warn  others  not  to  part  with  even  post- 
dated cheques  on  account  of  the  plausible  letters  that  the 
so-called  company  sends  to  them.  Those  who  have  sent 
cheques  and  have  not  got  the  goods  will  need  to  be  lively 
if  they  are  to  secure  either,  as  London  is  getting  to  be  a 
trifle  warm  for  Mr.  Jhonson. 

The  B.O.A.  Charter  Petition. 

We  referred  recently  (C.  <£■  D.,  June  2)  to  the  objections 
taken  by  the  General  Medical  Council  to  the  grant  of  a 
charter  to  the  British  Optical  Association.  The  G.M.C. 
objections,  we  pointed  out  at  the  time,  were  of  a  character 
which  reflected  a  smallness  of  mind  and  purpose  not 
usually  associated  with  that  important  body.  In  these 
circumstances  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  British  Optical 
Association  have  been  able  to  lodge  with  the  Privy  Council 
a  very  effective  reply.  The  memorandum  is  a  lengthy  one, 
and  deals  in  a  dignified  way  with  the  objections  made  by 
the  General  Medical  Council.  One  good  argument  used  is 
an  extract  from  the  report  of  the  Examination  Committee 
of  the  General  Medical  Council,  in  which  it  is  stated  that 
some  medical  examining  boards  require  no  evidence  from 
candidates  of  knowledge  in  ophthalmology.  It  follows, 
then,  that  although  many  medical  men  are  ignorant  of 
ophthalmology,  one  branch  of  which  concerns  sight-testing, 
the  dog-in-the-manger  policy  is  to  prevent,  if  possible,  any 
other  body  from  taking  up  the  subject.  The  memorandum 
should  also  increase  the  knowledge  of  the  G.M.C.  officials 
as  to  who  have  made  inventions  and  discoveries  in  ophthal- 
mological  science,  a  list  of  nine  distinguished  scientists 
being  given  whose  researches  in  optics  are  well  known,  and 
who  were  neither  physicians  nor  surgeons.

We  gave  brief  particulars  last  week  of  the  formation  of  a 
company  with  a  million  pounds  capital,  of  which  the  first 
directors  are  to  be  Messrs.  H.  G.  Selfridge,  15  Cockspur 
Street,  London,  merchant,  and  S.  J.  Waring,  jun.,  175 
Oxford  Street,  W.,  manufacturer.    They  propose 

to  carry  on  the  business  of  drapers,  tailors,  hatters,  hosiers, 
glovers,  lace-manufacturers,  feather-dressers,  boot  and 
shoe  manufacturers,  silk-mercers,  furriers,  haberdashers, 
dress  and  mantle  makers,  trimmers,  milliners,  embroiderers, 
dyers,  waterproofers,  dealers  in  indiarubber  goods,  photo- 
graphers, furniture-dealers,  carpet  manufacturers  and 
dealers,  provision-dealers,  chemists,  druggists,  perfumers, 
dealers  in  stationery,  fancy  goods,  tools,  garden-implements, 
cycles,  scientific,  optical,  and  photographic  apparatus, 
musical  instruments,  trunks,  portmanteaux,  jewellery  and 
other  goods,  general  storekeepers,  etc. 

The  formation  of  the  company  has  caused  quite  a  flutter  in 
the  soft-goods  trade,  for  Mr.  Selfridge  spent  most  of  his 
business  life  with  Messrs.  Marshall  Field  &  Co.,  the  great 
soft-goods  house  in  Chicago,  and  latterly  was  manager  of 
the  retail  branch  of  that  business.  It  was  exceptionally 
successful  while  he  was  manager  of  it,  and  we  understand 
that  the  success  has  continued  since  he  left  the  firm.  It 
will  interest  our  readers  to  know  that  after  Mr.  Selfridge 
left  "  Marshall  Field's  "  he  put  money  into  a  concern  which 
was  to  buy  up  a  hundred  of  Chicago's  drug-stores  and  make 
a  big  thing  of  them.  This  created  much  excitement,  but  the 
pharmaceutical  sea  is  calm  again,  for  only  about  a  dozen 
drug-stores  got  into  the  company's  hands,  and  they  have  not 
proved  to  be  a  gold-mine.  Mr.  Selfridge  also  bought  a 
drapery  business  of  some  standing  in  Chicago,  but  in  a  short 
time  sold  out  again  to  a  wholesale  house.  Mr.  Selfridge 
is  not  giving  information  as  to  what  his  venture  in  London 
will  be,  but  the  above  extract  shows  sufficiently  w:hat 
departments  of  trade  are  proposed.  It  is  stated  that  a 
magnificent  site  has  been  secured  in  London,  and  that  upon 
it  the  biggest  store  the  Metropolis  has  ever  seen  will  be 
built,  but  it  will  not  be  opened  for  a  year  yet.  To  what 
extent  pharmacy  will  figure  in  the  store  is  still  a  matter 
of  speculation,  as  is  everything  in  connection  with  the 
venture.

Trade  Law. 

The  Aerated-water  Salesman.— In  the  Court  of  Session, 
Edinburgh,  on  June  29,  Lord  Johnston  delivered  judgment 
in  an  action  for  1001.  damages  brought  by  a  lorryman  named 
Nisbet  against  the  Edinburgh  and  District  Aerated-water 
Manufacturers'  Defence  Association.  Nisbet  was  lorryman 
and  salesman  for  some  time  in  the  employment  of  the  Scottish 
Central  Aerated-water  Co.,  but  he  left  the  company  and  went 
to  Forsyth  &  Forrest,  a  rival  firm  of  aerated-water  makers. 
The  Scottish  Central  Co.  thereupon  gave  notice  to  the  Defence 
Association,  of  which  both  the  company  and  Forsyth  &  Forrest 
are  members,  asking  the  Association  to  put  into  force  a  rule 
which  debarred  members  from  employing  anyone  to  sell  their 
goods,  if  such  person  had  been  in  the  service  of  another 
member,  until  after  the  expiration  of  six  months  from  the 
employe's  having  left  such  service.  In  consequence  Nisbet 
was  dismissed  from  Forsyth  &  Forrest's  employment,  and  he 
claimed  damages  as  stated.  Lord  Johnston  found  for  the 
defendants,  and  dismissed  the  action,  with  expenses.  His 
Lordship  said  the  business  of  an  aerated-water  manufacturer 
was  largely  carried  on  by  canvassing  and  supplying  local  pub- 
licans, grocers,  and  other  dealers,  in  both  the  urban  and 
country  districts,  through  lorfymen,  who  were  at  once  carters 
and  commercial  salesmen  or  travellers.  It  was  plain  that 
employes  in  this  position  must  play  an  important  part  in  the 
prosecution  of  their  masters'  business.  And  it  was  equally 
apparent  that  it  would  not  tend  to  harmonious  working  among 
members  inter  se  if  any  of  them  were  to  be  in  a  position  to 
entice  away,  or  without  restriction  to  employ,  the  salesmen  or 
travellers  of  their  rivals.  The  rule  in  question  seemed  to  his 
Lordship  to  meet  the  situation  very  reasonably.  The  limita- 
tion in  space  was  also  reasonable.  The  rule  only  applied  to 
Edinburgh  and  twenty-five  miles  around.  It  might  be,  said 
his  Lordship,  that  the  association  of  members  of  the  trade 
was  in  the  eye  of  the  law  a  combination  or  conspiracy  to 
prevent  the  employment  of  the  pursuer  and  others  in  a 
similar  position  by  any  one  of  their  number  except  under 
certain  conditions.  But  if  that  end,  under  the  limitations  of 
the  Association  rule,  was  legal,  as  his  Lordship  held  it  was, 
and  if  they  attained  their  end  by  legal  means,  as  in  his 
opinion  they  did,  the  fact  that  they  were  acting  in  combina- 
tion did  not  render  their  otherwise  legal  action  illegal.  The 
pursuer  contended  that  he  was  not  a  mere  traveller,  but  a 
broker  or  commission  agent,  who  had  his  own  customers,  who 
had  worked  up  a  good  connection,  the  loss  of  which  connection 
was  the  loss  of  his  livelihood.  If  the  pursuer  posed  as  the 
independent  commission  agent  with  a  connection  of  his  own 
(however  inconsistent  with  this  the  receipt  of  weekly  wages 
might  be),  he  must  be  judged  accordingly.  His  dismissal  by 
Forsyth  &  Forrest  did  not  prevent  him  supplying  his  cus- 
tomers. That  he  was  quite  at  liberty  to  do  if  in  competition 
he  could  succeed,  but  he  must  do  so  in  a  different  way,  and 
the  first  thing  he  must  do  was  to  surrender  his  weekly  wages. 


High  Court  Case. 

In  the  Matter  of  Tablones. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  on  Tuesday, 
July  3,  before  Mr.  Justice  Swinfen  Eady, 

Mr.  Ward  Coldridge  said  in  this  trade-mark  action  he, 
with  Mr.  Sebastian,  who  represented  the  respondents,  had 
been  instructed  to  apply  to  his  Lordship  to  fix  a  date  for 
the  hearing.  The  case  had  been  put  into  the  witness-list, 
and  the  hearing  would  probably  last  more  than  a  day.  He 
suggested  that  the  23rd  or  24th  inst.  might  be  fixed. 

Mr.  Justice  Swinfen  Eady  said  he  had  something  already 
fixed  for  those  days,  and  asked  where  the  witnesses  were 
coming  from. 

Mr.  Coldridge  said  they  were  coming  from  all  over  the 
country.   One  of  them  had  to  come  from  Edinburgh. 

His  Lordship  remarked  that  as  he  had  several  witness- 
actions  fixed  for  different  days  he  would  fix  nothing  further 
for  a  fortnight.  Counsel  could  apply  then,  and  nothing  else 
would  be  put  on  the  list  in  front  of  this  action. 

[In  this  action  Dr.  Dixon,  of  the  Capsuloid  Co.,  seeks  a 
motion  to  compel  the  Comptroller  of  Patents,  Designs,  and 
Trade-marks  to  register  the  word  "  Tablones  "  as  the  com- 
pany's trade-mark.  The  application  to  the  Comptroller  was 
refused — Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  proprietors  of 
the  trade-mark  "  Tabloid,"  having  opposed  the  registration 
of  "  Tablones."] 


Refreshment-houses  Act. 

"  Medicated  Drinks." 
At  the  Liverpool  Police  Court  on  June  26,  William  Edward 

;  Evans,  herbalist,  91  West  Derby  Road,  was  summoned  by 
the  Inland  Revenue  Commissioners  for  selling  refreshments 

I  at  his  shop  after  10  p.m.  without  having  a  licence. — Mr.  B. 

I  Hawkins,  of  the  Inland  Revenue  Solicitors'  Department, 
explained  that  when  the  performance  at  the  Olympia  was 

;  over  (after  10  p.m.)  people  flocked  into  the  defendant's  shop 
for  such  drinks  as  lime-juice  and  sarsaparilla,  which  he 
supplied.  He  was  entitled  to  sell  refreshments  up  to  ten 
o'clock  without  having  a  licence,  but  not  after. — Defendant 
admitted  having  sold  sarsaparilla  and  lime-juice  after 
10  p.m.,  but  contended  that  they  were  sold  as  medicated 
drinks.— The  Magistrates  held  that  the  drinks  had  been 
sold  for  refreshment,  and  imposed  fines  of  10s.  and  Us. 
costs.  Similar  penalties  were  imposed  in  respect  to  similar 
offences  by  the  defendant  at  83  Low  Hill. — Mr.  Armitage, 
who  appeared  for  the  defendant,  intimated  that  he  in- 
tended to  appeal  against  these  decisions. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Spirit  of  Turpentine. 
At  Sunderland  on  July  4,  before  Dr.  Waterston  and  Messrs. 
j  T.  R.  Blumer  and  John  Crute,  Magistrates,  James  Wilson 
Todd,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Atkinson's  Buildings, 
I  Hylton  Road,  was  summoned  for  selling  adulterated  spirit 
of  turpentine. — Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  Pennock  conducted 
the  prosecution,  and  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  barrister  (in- 
structed by  Messrs.  Neve,  Beck&Kirby,  solicitors,  London), 
appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association. 

At  the  outset  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  complained  of  the  form  of 
the  summons,  the  wording  of  which  he  did  not  understand, 
as  it  spoke  of  the  article  sold  being  not  of  the  quality  de- 
manded by  the  purchaser  "  according  to  the  minimum  quan- 
tity prescribed  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1898." 

Mr.  Pennock  asked  to  be  allowed  to  amend  the  summons 
by  deleting  those  words,  and  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  he  would 
like  to  know  what  the  exact  minimum  was  that  Mr.  Pennock 
wanted,  but  he  agreed  to  amending  the  summons.  This 
alleged  that  a  sample  of  spirit  of  turpentine  on  analysis 
was  found  to  contain  75  per  cent,  of  petroleum. 

Inspector  Sinclair  proved  the  purchase,  and  in  cross- 
examination  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  admitted  somewhat  slowly 
that  Mr.  Todd  asked  him  if  he  wanted  sixpenny  or  eight- 
penny,  and  told  him  that  the  sixpenny  was  good  enough 
for  painting  and  cleaning  work,  but  he  could  not  guarantee 
its  purity.  Mr.  Todd  wrote  the  word  "Russian"  on  the 
label  at  the  time  of  the  sale.  He  knew  that  Mr.  Todd  was 
a  working-class  druggist,  who  had  an  oil  and  colour  business. 
He  did  not  tell  Mr.  Pennock  the  exact  words  that  Mr.  Todd 
had  used,  and  he  did  not  know  anything  about  turpentine 
in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  Mr.  Pennock  went  into 
the  box,  and  was  asked  if  he  knew  that  spirits  of  turpentine 
is  not  a  pharmaceutical  name.  He  replied  that  his  instruc- 
tions were  that  the  article  was  to  be  asked  for  by  the  name 
by  which  it  is  commonly  known.  The  witness  was  further 
cross-examined  as  to  the  different  kinds  of  turpentine,  but 
he  admitted  that  he  knew  nothing  about  the  article. 
Finally  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  asked  him  if  he  thought  it  fair  to 
send  into  a  shop  where  a  man  sold  articles  to  the  public  for 
cleaning  and  painting,  and  then  treat  that  article  as  a  drug. 
Witness  said  he  would  not  have  taken  proceedings  if  there 
had  only  been  "a  reasonable  proportion  of  petroleum'' 
present. 

Dr.  Dunn,  public  analyst,  was  of  opinion  that  the  sample 
submitted  to  him  could  not  be  classed  as  Russian  turpentine, 
which  is  similar  to  American  turpentine,  but  comes  from  a 
different  class  of  pine.  He  treated  the  sample  as  a  drug,  as 
it  had  been  so  sent  to  him.  He  agreed  that  if  a  customer 
wanted  an  article  of  the  standard  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  it 
would  be  preferable  to  ask  for  it  by  its  pharmaceutical  name. 
He  knew  that  oil  of  turpentine  for  medicinal  purposes  is 
rectified,  and  he  agreed  that  it  would  be  ridiculous  to  ask 
for  it  to  be  specially  rectified  for  use  in  the  arts,  but  it 
should  be  turpentine. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  submitted  that  Mr.  Todd  sold  a  very 
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large  number  of  things  for  household  purposes,  and  it  was 
necessary  for  the  prosecution  to  prove  that  he  had  sold  some- 
thing as  a  drug.  He  quoted  Fowle  v.  Fowle,  in  which 
beeswax  was  held  not  to  be  a  drug,  and  argued  that  this 
was  a  precisely  similar  case,  but  with  a  stronger  set  of 
circumstances,  for  Mr.  Todd  told  the  purchaser  in  a  frank 
manner  that  he  had  two  kinds,  that  the  lowest-priced  kind 
was  good  enough  for  painting  and  cleaning,  but  he  could 
not  guarantee  its  purity.  The  inspector  then  elected  to 
have  the  coarser  kind. 

Without  asking  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  to  call  any  evidence,  the 
Bench  dismissed  the  case.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  pressed  for 
costs,  but  the  Bench  made  no  order. 

Lime-water. 

At  the  same  Court,  Ernest  Atkinson  Hay,  chemist  and 
druggist,  was  charged  with  selling  lime-water  said  to  be 
deficient  in  lime  by  45  per  cent. 

At  the  outset  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  objected  to  the  certificate  of 
analysis,  on  the  grounds  that  it  did  not  set  out  the  com- 
ponent parts  of  the  sample,  and  that  the  observations  re- 
quired in  the  case  of  an  article  liable  to  decomposition  had 
not  been  made. 

Mr.  Pennock  and  Dr.  Penny  having  given  evidence  for 
the  prosecution,  the  public  analyst,  Dr.  Dunn,  was  called. 
He  said  he  did  not  regard  lime-water  as  an  article  liable  to 
decomposition,  and  that  was  the  reason  he  had  not  made 
any  observations  in  his  certificate.  It  is,  he  added,  a  per- 
fectly stable  substance  so  long  as  it  does  not  come  into  con- 
tact with  atmospheric  air.  He  held  that  his  certificate  was 
perfectly  in  order. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Is  nothing  liable  to  decomposition  that 
will  only  decompose  in  contact  with  air  ? — Witness  :  I  do 
not  make  that  as  a  general  statement.  There  may  be  de- 
composition in  butter  or  milk  between  the  time  of  its  being 
cased  and  the  time  of  the  analysis,  but  the  lime-water  is  in 
a  sealed  bottle. 

Would  the  act  of  dividing  the  purchase  into  three  por- 
tions account  for  an  access  of  air  ? — I  have  only  to  deal  with 
the  sample  between  the  time  of  its  coming  to  the  inspector 
and  its  being  received  by  me. 

To  avoid  decomposition  you  must  have  a  full  bottle  ? — 
The  air-space  in  this  bottle  is  infinitesimal. 

Decomposition  would  take  place  between  the  time  the 
sample  was  sold  and  the  time  it  reached  you  ? — Yes,  some 
would. 

Have  you  said  so  in  your  certificate? — No.  I  think  it 
unnecessary  to  say  so  in  this  case. 

If  decomposition  had  taken  place  there  would  be  a  precipi- 
tate in  this  bottle,  and  that  would  be  carbonate  of  lime  ? — ■ 
Yes. 

Does  your  certificate  say  whether  there  was  any  carbonate 
of  lime  present  or  not? — It  does  not.  If  I  had  found  car- 
bonate of  lime  I  would  have  given  the  man  the  benefit  of 
the  doubt. 

You  cannot  say  that.  If  the  whole  of  the  oxide  of  lime 
had  been  converted  into  carbonate  of  lime  you  would  not 
give  the  man  credit  for  selling  pure  lime-water? — Oh,  no. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  addressing  the  Bench,  said  no  chemist 
would  wilfully  sell  lime-water  with  less  lime  in  it  than  there 
should  be  if  he  could  possibly  help  it,  having  regard  to  the 
cost  of  the  lime,  but  no  chemist  could  possibly  prevent  decom- 
position in  selling  lime-water  to  people  who  brought  their 
own  bottles.  He  contended  that  in  this  case  there  had  not 
been  a  proper  analysis.  The  certificate  did  not  give  the  infor- 
mation to  the  prosecutor  which  should  tell  him  what  the 
article  was  at  the  time  it  was  analysed.  It  simply  said  that 
the  sample  was  deficient  in  lime,  and  that  would  have  been 
the  only  evidence  before  the  Court  were  it  not  for  the  fact 
that  the  analyst  had  been  brought  there. 

The  Bench,  after  consideration,  held  that  the  certificate 
was  good,  and  asked  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  to  proceed  with  his 
case. 

He  called  Mr.  Charles  Ranken,  analytical  and  pharma- 
ceutical chemist.  Sunderland,  who  stated  that  lime-water  is 
very  liable  to  decomposition,  and  taking  the  sample  pro- 
duced in  court,  which  was  the  third  retained  by  the  sanitary 
inspector,  pointed  to  something  in  suspension,  which  was 
probably  carbonate  of  lime.  The  bottle  was  three  parts 
full.  _  , 

The  Bench  said  they  thought  the  case  proved,  but 


they  did  not  think  there  had  been  any  fraudulent  intention, 
and  they  therefore  dismissed  it. 

Sweet  SriRiT  of  Nitre. 
At  the  same  court,  John  Davidson,  a  herbalist,  was  charged 
with  selling  adulterated  sweet  spirit  of  nitre.    He  pleaded 
guilty,  and  was  fined  206'.  and  costs. 


County  Court  Cases. 

A  Sponge  Dispute. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  June  29,  before  Judge 
Rentoul,  K.C.,  Messrs.  Goldhill  &  Co.,  sponge-merchants, 
124  Houndsditch,  sued  Mr.  H.  G.  Cox,  Church  Street, 
Kensington,  to  recover  the  sum  of  91.  10s.  6d.  for  sponges. 
It  was  stated  that  the  defendant  kept  the  sponges  for  six 
months  and  then  objected  to  pay.  The  plaintiffs  said  the 
defendant  had  used  many  of  the  sponges.  The  defendant's 
case  was  that  the  sponges  were  absolutely  useless,  and  that 
those  which  had  been  used  were  rotten.  The  plaintiffs  said 
the  sponges  were  a  cheap  line,  and  therefore  the  defendant 
could  not  expect  the  best  quality.  Judge  Rentoul  found  for 
the  plaintiffs. 

A  Bottle  Contract. 
In  the  Shoreditch  County  Court  on  July  3,  before  Judge 
Smyly,  K.C.,  Messrs.  Ludford  &  Co.,  Brooksby  Walk, 
Homerton,  bottle-manufacturers,  sought  to  recover  from 
Messrs.  Marion  James  &  Ker,  Ltd.,  of  Glebe  Road  Works, 
Kingsland,  manufacturing  chemists,  the  sum  of  11Z.  7s.  6d. 
for  goods  sold  and  delivered.  The  defendants  counter- 
claimed  101.  18s.  Id.  as  damages  for  breach  of  contract. 
Mr.  Turrell,  barrister,  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  and 
Mr.  Robinson  for  the  defendants.  The  claim  was 
admitted  by  the  defendants.  In  connection  with  the 
counterclaim,  Mr.  Robinson  said  that  Messrs.  Marion 
James  &  Ker  were  shown  some  samples  of  bottles  to  be 
used  for  perfumery,  and  it  was  agreed  that  if  the  prices 
were  right  orders  would  be  given.  A  sample  order  was 
given,  and  as  these  were  satisfactory  it  was  agreed  that 
bottles  should  be  supplied  at  quotation  prices.  The  de- 
fendants were  in  a  position  that  needed  the  very  quick 
delivery  of  bottles,  so  before  a  contract  was  entered  into 
it  was  agreed  that  the  plaintiffs  should  always  stock  10  gross 
ready  for  immediate  delivery  of  every  kind  of  bottle  the 
defendants  might  be  ordering.  This  was  absolutely  essen- 
tial on  the  part  of  the  defendants,  as  they  had  had  such  a 
great  deal  of  trouble  with  other  bottle-manufacturers  and 
desired  to  have  their  work  go  smoothly  in  future.  An  order 
was  then  placed  for  the  supply  of  50  gross  of  each  of  five 
kinds  of  bottles.  With  this  order  was  a  note  to  the  effect 
that  they  would  have  to  supply  five  gross  of  each  kind  at 
once  and  keep  five  gross  of  each  kind  in  stock,  and  failure 
to  comply  with  this  would  render  them  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  51.  That  they  admitted  that  this  penalty  had  come  into 
force  was  palpable  from  the  fact  that  they  wrote  a  letter 
when  sending  on  some  blue  panelled  flats  that  the  penalty- 
would  now  come  into  force  with  regard  to  those.  Mr. 
Turrell  :  They  are  claiming  a  penalty  as  well  as  damages  for 
non-delivery  of  bottles,  and  I  submit  that  it  is  absolutely 
impossible  in  law.  Mr.  Robinson  :  I  am  only  claiming  one 
penalty  of  51.,  whereas  there  are  twelve  distinct  non- 
deliveries. His  Honour  :  Yes ;  but  you  cannot  get  both 
ways.  Continuing,  Mr.  Robinson  said  that  further  orders 
were  placed  with  the  plaintiffs  with  instructions  to  forward 
at  once,  and  it  was  owing  to  the  failure  of  the  plaintiffs  to 
send  them  on  to  time  that  the  defendants  had  to  go  to 
Messrs.  Poths  &  Co.  and  get  them  in  a  hurry.  It  was  the 
extra  price  they  had  to  pay  over  the  contract  price  with  the 
plaintiffs  that  they  were  now  suing  for.  Judge  Smyly  said 
that  the  items  would  have  to  be  very  carefully  gone  into, 
and  he  would  refer  them  to  the  Registrar  for  that  purpose. 
The  case  then  stood  adjourned.

Re  W.  E.  Heyes,  F.  A.  Heyes,  and  Harold  Pilling 
Nuttall  (trading  as  Berkeley  &  Pilling),  Wealdstone,  Middle- 
sex, Manufacturers  of  Toilet-requisites. — The  debtors  applied 
at  the  St.  Albans  County  Court  last  week  for  an  order  of  dis- 
charge from  bankruptcy. — Mr.  Cecil  Mercer,  Official  Re- 
ceiver, in  the  course  of  his  report,  stated  that  the  difference 
between  the  probable  assets  and  the  bankrupts'  estimate  is 
accounted  for  mainly  by  the  fact  that  the  book-debts  were 
estimated  to  produce  1*287/.  and  only  realised  163/.  The 
trustee  states  that  many  of  the  debtors  to  the  estate  had 
returned  the  goods  supplied  to  them,  on  sale  or  return,  prior 
to  the  date  of  the  receiving  order,  and  a  great  many  have 
returned  them  since,  and  that  he  has  had  to  compromise  with 
a  large  number  of  other  debtors  to  prevent  their  returning 
their  goods.  The  balance  available  for  costs  and  distribution 
among  the  unsecured  creditors  will  probably  be  205/.,  instead 
of  1,287/.  as  estimated  by  the  bankrupt.  No  dividend  has 
been  paid  to  the  unsecured  creditors,  and  the  trustee  states 
it  is  doubtful  whether  any  can  be  paid.— After  hearing  other 
details  previously  published,  his  Honour  granted  the  dis- 
charge subject  to  the  following  suspensions:  W.  E.  Heys,  two 
years  and  three  months ;  F.  A.  Heys  and  H.  P.  Nuttall,  two 
years  respectively.

The  150/.  was  subsequently  repaid  to  his 
wife,  as  the  result  of  his  savings  on  the  business.  There  was 
litigation  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  'He  Portslade  busi- 
ness, and  this  led  to  his  insolvency.  He  had  acted  as  chemist 
and  dentist,  carrying  on  the  business,  including  the  confec- 
tionery, on  behalf  of  his  wife,  who  found  the  capital.  In 
cross-examination  he  maintained  that  all  the  capital  belonged 
to  his  wife,  who  had  230/.  altogether,  so  the  business  was 
really  hers.  All  his  money  went  in  litigation  over  the  sale 
of  the  Portslade  business.— The  examination  was  closed. 

Re  Richard  Knight,  70  Buckingham  Gate,  St.  James's, 
S.W.,  Chemist  and  Druggist.— The  first  meeting  of  the  credi- 
tors under  this  failure  was  held  at  the  London  Bankruptcy 
Court  on  July  4,  before  Mr.  G.  W.  Chapman,  Official  Re- 
ceiver.

He  once  gave 
the  following  account  of  how  he  came  to  invent  this  now- 
well-known  throat-instrument  : 

Never  being  thoroughly  satisfied  with  my  own  teaching. 
I  longed  to  see  a  healthy  glottis  exposed  in  the  very  act  of 
singing;  but  how  could  the  mysteries  of  an  organ  so  well 
hidden  be  revealed  ?    One  day  in  the  autumn  of  1854  I  was 
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strolling  in  the  Palais  Royal,  preoccupied  with  the  ever- 
recurring  wish,  when  suddenly  I  saw  the  two  mirrors  of  the 
laryngoscope  in  their  respective  positions  as  if  actually 
before  my  eyes.  I  went  straight  to  Charriere,  the  surgical- 
instrument  maker,  and,  asking  if  he  happened  to  possess  a 
small  mirror  with  a  long  handle,  he  supplied  me  with  a 
dentist's  mirror.  Returning  home,  I  placed  against  the  uvula 
the  little  mirror  (which  I  heated  with  warm  water  and  care- 
fully dried),  then  flashing  on  its  surface  with  a  hand  mirror 
a  ray  of  sunlight  I  saw  at  once  the  glottis  wide  open  before 
me,  so  fully  exposed  that  I  could  see  a  portion  of  the 
trachea.  From  what  I  then  witnessed,  it  was  easy  to  con- 
clude that  the  theory  attributing  to  the  glottis  alone  the 
power  of  engendering  sound  was  confirmed,  from  which  it 
followed  that  the  different  positions  taken  by  the  larynx  in 
front  of  the  throat  have  no  action  whatever  in  the  formation 
of  sound.

Cablegrams. 

Smyrna,  July  4  : — On  receipt  of  better  news  regarding  the 
■crop,  speculators  have  now  mostly  withdrawn  from  the 
opium-market,  and  the  tone  is  quieter. 

New  York,  July  5  : — The  drug-market  is  quiet,  but 
several  important  articles  have  advanced.  Opium  is  now 
quoted  at  $2.85  per  lb.  for  druggists'  by  single  cases. 
Peppermint  oil  has  advanced  20c.  to  $3.00  per  lb.  for  bulk, 
and  Cartagena  ipecac,  is  also  higher  at  $1.70  per  lb.  Golden 
seal  (hydrastis)  is  now  firm  at  $1.40  per  lb.  Senega  is 
•dull  of  sale  at  57c.  per  lb.,  and  quinine  has  been  reduced  to 
16^c.  per  oz. 

Sicilian  Sulphur. 

The  Italian  Bill  proposing  the  formation  of  the  "Consorzio 
Obbligatorio  "  has  now  been  drawn  up,  and  copies  of  the 
•draft  have  been  distributed.  All  the  brimstone  produced  in 
Sicily,  from  and  after  August  1,  will  belong  to  the  new  com- 
pany, which  will  control  the  article  more  completely  than  the 
monopoly.  There  will  be  no  "  outsiders."  Not  even  the  for- 
warding of  brimstone  by  rail  or  shipment  will  be  possible 
without  a  permit  of  the  "CO."  All  railway  rates  for  sul- 
phur within  Sicily  are  to  be  reduced  50  per  cent.  Article  6 
decrees  that  the  merchants  who  had  the  misfortune  of  buying 
brimstone  from  the  producers  for  future  delivery  will  have 
to  hand  their  purchases  over  to  the  "  CO.,"  becoming  in 
this  way  unwilling  members  of  the  new  concern.  However, 
they  must  previously  pay  the  full  amount  of  contract-price 
to  the  producer,  and  they  will  eventually  be  repaid  by  instal- 
ments at  some  indefinite  date  by  the  "  CO."  Meanwhile 
meetings  of  protest  are  being  organised  both  at  Messina  and

HE  week  under  review  is  noticeable  for  more  price-altera 
tions  than  usual,  and  although  there  are  many  com- 
plaints of  dull  business,  there  is  a  steady  under-current  of 
business  in  many  directions  now  that  stock-taking  opera- 
tions are  over.  The  changes  in  heavy  and  fine  chemicals 
include  an  advance  in  potash  and  soda  bichromate,  and  a 
firmer  tone  in  refined  nitrate  of  soda.  Copper  sulphate  and 
ammonia  sulphate  are  both  easier.  Crude  and  refined 
■camphor  are  dearer,  especially  the  former.  Quinine  and 
salts  have  been  reduced  officially,  but  speculatively  the 
article  continues  inanimate.  In  drugs,  ipecacuanha  is 
dearer,  and  cubebs  have  advanced  considerably  as  a  result 
of  speculation.  Opium,  too,  is  higher  in  sympathy  with 
Smyrna,  and  morphine  is  firm.  Santonin  is  also  firm. 
Among  essential  oils  peppermint  is  again  dearer,  especially 
Japanese.  Essential  oils  of  almond  and  apricot-kernel  are 
much  lower ;  croton  and  stavesacre  oils  are  higher.  The 
following  are  the  principal  alterations  : 


Catania.  The  Bill  had  also  made  provisions  for  the  entire 
stock  of  the  Anglo-Sicilian  Co.  to  be  included  in  the  "  CO., 
but  the  former  company  energetically  and  successfully  pro- 
tested at  Rome,  thereby  delaying  the  whole  scheme  for 
some  time.  Now,  however,  an  agreement  has  been  arrived  at, 
the  A.-S.  Co.  selling  their  whole  stock  to  the  "  CO.,"  delivery 
to  extend  over  ten  years  and  interest  to  be  charged  at  35  per 
cent,  per  annum,  the  Italian  Government  assuming  responsi- 
bility for  the  fulfilment  of  the  contract,  By  the  conclusion  of 
this  agreement  the  success  of  the  "  CO."  has  been  assured. 
The  stocks  at  the  end  of  May  have  increased  by  120,000  tons, 
while  the  exports  for  the  eleven  months  ended  May  31  have  de- 
creased by  50,000  tons  against  the  preceding  year.  Another  re- 
port states  that  the  Anglo-Sicilian  Sulphur  Co.  will  sell  then- 
entire  stock  existing  on  August  1  to  the  syndicate  at  59  lire 
per  ton,  payable  in  bonds  of  the  syndicate  redeemable  in 
twelve  years,  bearing  interest  at  3.65  per  cent,  per  annum,  free 
of  any  tax,  and  guaranteed  by  the  State.  It  is  not  yet  known 
how  the  State  intends  to  deal  with  this  stock  of  sulphur.  It 
seems  that  the  manufacturing  and  selling  of  refined  and 
ground  sulphur  will  remain  free ;  but  it  is  not  yet  known  who 
is  to  export  the  crude  sulphur,  and  it  is  therefore  only  pos- 
sible to  make  contracts  for  crude  for  July  shipment.

Pimento 
is  firm  at  2fd.  per  lb.  for  fair,  and  of  Chillies  146  bags 
sea-damaged  Japanese  sold  on  underwriters'  account. 
Broken  Japan  Cassia  sold  at  18s.  6d.,  and  good  Padang 
quill  was  bought  in  at  50s.  Privately  sales  of  fair  Cinna- 
mon chips  have  been  made  at  2^d.  per  lb.,  being  steady. 
Nutmegs  and  Mace  were  steady,  and  of  Cloves  no  Zanzibar 
were  offered.  Privately  the  delivery  market  has  been 
quiet  and  prices  easier,  the  small  business  including  August- 
October  at  7Jgd.  and  October-December  6ffc7.  per  lb. 

London  Drug-auctions. 

At  the  auctions  of  "first-hand"  drugs  held  to-day  the 
business  tone  was  duller  than  usual,  and  a  good  proportion  of 
the  offerings  was  bought  in.  Curacao  aloes  sold  at  full  rates, 
but  for  Cape  values  dropped  about  2s.  Buchu  leaves  were 
firmer,  but  the  offerings  of  Sumatra  benzoin  all  passed  the 
hammer  unsold.

Artificial  Honey.

This, 
he  says,  would  imply  that  artificial  honey  is  now  being 
produced  in  this  country ;  and  the  probability  is  that 
it  is  being  offered  as  the  genuine  article.  It  appears 
artificial  honey  is  in  common  sale  on  the  Continent.  Another 
fraud  is  the 'offering  at  low  prices  of  so-called  English 
"  clover  "  honey  which  on  investigation  proves  to  be  a  cheap 
foreign  varietv.

Irish  Pharmacy  Students. 
Sir, — Will  you  kindly  permit  me  a  small  space  in  your 
journal  to  make  a  few  observations  on  the  regulation  which 
I  observe  by  the  C.  &  D.  of  June  23  has  been  passed  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  Dublin,  in  reference  to  the  Licence 
examination,  which  for  absurdity,  ignorance,  or  want  of 
foresight  in  framing  I  think  even  surpasses  the  celebrated 
No.  7  Clause  in  the  Poisons  Bill,  of  which  they  so  much 
complain.     In  the  first  place,  this  regulation  refers  to 
Regulation  1  (p.  72  of  the  Calendar),  which  regulation  only 
applies  to  candidates  who  have  been  apprenticed  for  four 
years  to  pharmaceutical  chemists,  chemists  and  druggists 
of  Great  Britain,  or  apothecaries,  and  does  not  in  any  way 
refer  to  those  candidates  who  may  have  served  four  years 
with  a  chemist  and  druggist  or  a  registered  druggist  of 
Ireland,  with  a  subsequent  two  years'  service  with  a  phar- 
maceutical chemist  or  apothecary,  as  arranged  by  Section  10 
(p.  25,  Amendment  Act,  1890).    Yet  this  regulation  goes  on 
to  say  candidates  presenting  themselves  for  the  Licence 
examination  must  have  passed  the  Preliminary  examination 
previous  to  commencing  the  four  years'  service.    Now,  the 
word  "candidates"  obviously  includes  all  who  present 
themselves — those  from  chemist  and  druggists  and  regis- 
tered druggists  as  well  as  those  from  pharmaceutical  che- 
mists or  apothecaries — but  the  peculiar  point  arises  that  the 
regulation  governing  candidates  from  chemists  and  drug- 
gists or  registered  druggists  does  not  come  under  Regula- 
tion 1  (p.  72  of  the  Calendar)  at  all,  but,  as  I  have  already 
said,  under  Section  10  (p.   25,  Amendment  Act,  1890). 
Therefore  I  hold  that  if  this  regulation  is  intended  to  apply 
to  candidates  from  chemists  and  druggists  or  registered 
druggists  it  is  clearly  ultra  vires  to  the  1890  Act.  Otherwise 
they  are  outside  the  scope  of  the  regulation  altogether, 
because  if  it  is  intended  to  include  them,  it  would  mean  that 
they  must  pass  the  Preliminary  examination  previous  to 
their  four  years'  apprenticeship  to  a  chemist  and  druggist 
or  registered  druggist,  and  if  they  did  not  do  so,  but  after- 
wards thought  of  doing  so  when  the  opportunity  arose  of 
getting  their  two  years'  service  to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
or  apothecary  completed,  they  would  be  debarred  from  the 
Licence  examination  until  they  had  served  a  further  term 
of  four  years  to  a  chemist  and  druggist  or  registered  drug- 
gist.   This,  to  my  mind,  is  ultra  vires  under  the  1890  Act, 
as  that  Act  clearly  lays  down  the  regulations  in  reference  to 
them  (see  Section  10).    Besides,  it  has  been  decided  in  the 
High  Court  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  in  making 
regulations  are  bound  by  the  1875  Act — that  any  regulations 
they  make  must  be  "  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act" 
(Section  16,  1875  Act) — and  such  a  provision  would  not  be 
in  accordance  with  the  1890  Act.    The  same  absurdity,  I 
think,  therefore  arises  in  this  case  as  in  the  Poisons  Bill — 
of  attempting  to  apply  the  same  regulation  to  two  differently 
worded  Acts  of  Parliament,  ending  in  confusion.    I  should 
like  very  much  to  hear  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  ex- 
planation of  this  regulation  as  it  stands,  or  how  they  mean 
to  apply  it.    In  any  case,  to  make  sure,  the  chemists  and 
druggists  should  at  once  have  it  blocked  in  Parliament.

Sir, — The  regulation  published  in  your  journal  of  June  23 
may  mean  more  than  appears  at  first  sight  .  It  certainly  will 
curtail  the  supply  of  apprentices,  but  will  improve  the 
quality.  This,  however,  is  a  matter  that  only  concerns 
pharmaceutical  chemists.  I  fear  that  as  the  regulation  is 
drawn  it  will  exclude  the  assistants  and  apprentices  of 
i  chemists  and  druggists  and  registered  druggists  from  the 
I  higher  examination  entirely.  The  Act  of  1890  gives  full 
liberty  to  anyone  who  serves  four  years  to  a  chemist  and 
druggist  or  registered  druggist  to  serve  a  further  two  years 
to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  if  he  complies  with  the 
i  regulation  in  force  relating  to  lectures,  etc.,  he  may  present 
J  himself  for  the  higher  examination.  Now,  I  fear  that 
under  the  new  regulation  these  have  been  overlooked,  and 
all  who  desire  to  go  in  for  examination  as  pharmaceutical 
chemist  must  have  passed  his  Preliminary  examination 
before  going  to  serve  his  apprenticeship  of  four  years. 
With  many  of  the  apprentices  and  assistants  of  chemists 
and  druggists  and  registered  druggists  in  Ireland  the  higher 
examination  is  often  an  after-thought,  so  that  if  they  want 
to  get  experience  with  chemists  and  druggists  or  registered 
druggists  they  would  be  debarred  from  going  in  for  the 
Licence  examination  unless  they  take  the  Preliminary 
i  examination  and  then  serve  a  further  four  years.  Now,  this 
is  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  Act.  I  should  be  pleased  if 
you  will  kindly  give  us  your  views  on  the  matter  in  this 
week's  issue.

Sandal-wood  Oil  Capsules. 

Sir, — I  notice  that  some  firms  are  using  my  name  in  their 
advertisements  for  sandal-wood  oil  capsules.  I  shall  be 
glad  if  you  will  afford  me  an  opportunity  to  say  that  this 
has  been  done  without  any  reference  to  me,  and  entirely 
without  my  permission.

Under  which  Standard  ? 
SiRi, — It  would  seem  that  concurrence  with  Sheriff 
Orphoot's  decision  in  the  cascara  case  is  almost  universal. 
From  the  premises  established  in  court,  and  proved  true 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Sheriff,  the  judgment  follows 
logically  and  naturally.  The  cascara  extract  sold  was 
not  sold  to  the  prejudice  of  the  customer.  Pharmaceutical 
research  and  improvement  are  not  to  be  hampered  by 
decisions  on  "legal  quibbles."  The  British  Pharmacopoeia 
is  not  an  authority  on  the  preparation  and  preservation  of 
drugs.  These  are  the  premises,  but  are  they  valid  ?  The 
customer  is  not  the  only  person  the  law  must  protect.  It 
must  protect  every  citizen  impartially,  so  far  as  that  is 
humanly  possible.  Let  the  following  premises  be  con- 
sidered. Dr.  Smith  writes  a  prescription  for  Mr.  Jones  as 
follows  : 

R.    Ext.  Cas.  Sag.  Liq. 
Sig.  :  "  Halt  a  teaspoonf ul  at  bedtime  in  a  little  water." 

Mr.  Jones  gets  it  dispensed  by  one  chemist,  A.  B.,  and,  in 
the  exercise  of  his  judgment,  he  supplies  a  glycerin  extract. 
In  sixteen  days  it  is  finished,  and  C.  D.  is  the  next 
chemist  to  dispense  it.  He  supplies  the  B.P.  preparation, 
believing  that  to  be  the  doctor's  intention.  Next  day  Mr. 
Jones  in  wrathful  haste  returns  it,  to  say  that  the  stuff  is 
not  right,  that  the  last  he  got  was  sweet,  that  Mr.  A.  B. 
is  a  chemist  of  great  repute,  that  Mr.  C.  D.  need  make  no 
excuse,  but  immediately  refund  the  money.  How  is  the 
chemist  to  know  whether  he  must  follow  the  lead  of  every 
research  chemist,  or  remain  by  the  authority  of  the  best 
pharmaceutical,  medical,  and  legal  skill  of  the  country? 
Consider,  further,  that  when  it  was  suggested  that  the 
methods  of  making  syr.  ferri  phos.  and  ext.  cas.  sag.  liq.  as 
given  in  the  B.P.,  1885,  were  capable  of  being  improved, 
did  the  General  Medical  Council  deem  themselves  and 
their  handiwork,  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  to  be  already 
perfect?  No!  When  it  had  been  proved  to  their  satis- 
faction that  these  preparations  could  be  unproved  upon, 
they  first  issued  an  addendum,  and  then  a  new  B.P.  Is  it 
not  the  case  that  in  due  course  a  like  thing  will  happen 
again?  And  who  is  it  that  has  been  so  blinded  by  the 
evidence  given  before  Sheriff  Orphoot  as  to  imagine  that. 
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had  his  decision  been  of  an  opposite  character,  all  progress 
in  pharmaceutical  research  would  have  been  stopped  ?  Has 
the  multitude  of  decisions  obtained  in  favour  of  the  Food 
'and  Drugs  Act  inspectors  had  an  effect  of  this  kind 
"before?  Further,  is  there  any  precedent  to  go  upon  that 
an  ' '  improved  "  preparation  is  the  best  one  ?  Are  research 
chemists  to  be  taken  as  being  in  themselves  greater 
authorities  than  that  consensus  of  pharmaceutical  and 
medical  opinion  embodied  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  ? 
Anyone  caring  to  consider  these  questions,  after  a  survey 
of  previous  legal  decisions  and  pharmaceutical  investiga- 
tions, can  only  come  to  one  conclusion — viz.,  that  pharma- 
ceutical progress  never  was  hampered  by  any  legal  deci- 
sions whatever.  Moreover,  if  the  B.P.  is  not  an  authority 
on  the  preparation  and  preservation  of  drugs,  what  is  the 
meaning  of  all  previous  convictions  concerning  the  oils, 
spirits,  and  tinctures  which  form  the  basis  of  many  of  the 
active  drugs  ?  From  considerations  such  as  these,  it  will 
be  evident  that  the  premises  on  which  Sheriff  Orphoot 
based  his  judgment  are  invalid.  Nevertheless,  while  that 
judgment  is  allowed  to  go  unchallenged,  no  doctor  can  be 
sure  of  the  manner  in  which  the  drug  he  orders  will  be 
exhibited,  nor  can  he  calculate  the  effects  of  any  new  pre- 
servative on  the  idiosyncrasy  of  his  patient.  No  chemist 
can  be  certain  of  what  preparation  is  meant,  whether  it  be 
the  B.P.,  Duncan's,  Fellows',  Hewlett's,  Schacht's, 
Sclater's,  or  other  research  authority ;  no  patient  will  be 
certain  which  chemist  was  correct  in  his  dispensing ;  and 
no  customer  will  be  sure  whether  he  is  getting  a  cheaper 
preparation  at  a  costlier  price  or  not.  In  fact,  while  this 
judgment  stands,  the  administration  of  the  law  will  mis- 
carry, and  the  position  at  law  of  the  doctor,  dentist,  and 
chemist  will  have  become  yet  more  anomalous.

Menstruum. 

Sir, — In  his  interesting  note  on  the  disputed  etymology 
of  "  menstruum,"  "  Xrayser  "  invites  your  readers  to  furnish 
further  evidence  of  the  old-world  belief  in  the  solvent  pro- 
perties of  "  les  fleurs  des  femmes."  But  one  may  be  per- 
mitted to  doubt  whether  the  passage  from  the  old.  French 
narrative  which  he  quotes  is  in  itself  any  evidence  of  such 
belief.  May  it  not  rather  be  regarded  as  a  reference  to  the 
malefic  and  baneful  powers  formerly  attributed  to  the  cata- 
menial  fluid?  There  is  no  doubt  that  from  the  earliest 
times  the  reproductive  functions  have  excited  the  super- 
stitious awe  of  the  human  race,  and  all  sorts  of  mysterious 
powers  have  been  attributed  to  them.  The  menstrual 
function,  in  particular,  seems  to  have  stimulated  the  ancient 
imagination,  and  the  horror  with  which  it  was  regarded  is 
reflected  more  or  less  faithfully  in  several  of  the  old  religions 
— notably  those  of  the  Hindus,  the  Moslems,  and  the 
Hebrews.  But  for  unabashed  and  undiluted  superstition 
one  must  turn  to  the  pages  of  Pliny.  A  lengthy  catalogue 
of  the  devastating  effects  of  the  menses  is  there  set  forth, 
culminating  in  the  bituminous  legend  already  cited  by 
"  Xrayser"  from  another  source.  Dr.  Berdoe,  by  the  way, 
in  his  "Origin  and  Growth  of  the  Healing  Art,"  says  the 
same  story  is  mentioned  by  Tacitus.  The  following  is  a 
condensed  quotation  from  an  old  translation  of  Pliny's 
Natural  History  : 

Hardly  can  there  be  found  a  thing  more  monstrous  than 
is  that  flux  and  course  of  woman.  For  if  during  the  time  of 
their  sicknesse  they  happen  to  approach  or  go  over  a  vessel 
of  wine,  be  it  never  so  new,  it  will  presently  turn  soure.  Let 
them  but  take  a  barber's  rasor  in  their  hands,  the  edge  will 
turn  and  become  blunt.  Yea,  the  malignitic  of  this  humor 
is  so  great  that  the  herbes  and  young  buds  in  a  garden,  if 
they  do  but  pass  by,  will  catch  a  blast  and  burne  away  to 
nothing.  The  very  bees  in  the  hive  die.  Nay  the  very 
clammy  slime  Bitumen,  which  at  certaine  times  of  the  yere 
floteth  and  swimmeth  upon  the  ]ake  of  Sodom,  called 
Asphaltites  in  Jury,  cannot  be  parted  and  divided  asunder 
(for  by  reason  of  the  viscositie,  it  cleaveth  and  sticketh 
like  glue  and  hangeth  altogether,  pluck  as  a  man  will  at 
it),  but  only  by  a  thred  that  is  stained  with  this  venomous 
bloud.

Registration  of  Trade-marks  in  China. 

Sir, — About  six  weeks  ago  a  statement  appeared  in 
numerous  papers,  copied  from  the  "North  China  Daily 
News,"  that  the  Shangpoo  intended  to  open  the  Chinese 
Bureau  for  the  Registration  of  Trade  marks  on  the  first 
day  of  the  fifth  moon  (June  22,  1906).  Our  agents  imme- 
diately made  inquiry  at  the  branch  office  of  the  Bureau  at 
Shanghai,  and  received  the  following  letter  : 

Branch  Office  of  the  Bureau  for  Registration  of  Trade- 
marks, Shanghai,  May  24,  1906. 
Dear  Sirs. — I  am  directed  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
your  letter  dated  the  22nd  inst,  with  request  for  any  infor- 
mation as  to  the  reliability  of  the  statement  made  in  the 
"  North  China  Daily  News  "  with  reference  to  the  opening 
date  of  the  Bureau  in  Peking,  and  in  reply  to  say  that  this 
office  has  not  received  any  communication  from  the  Board 
of  Commerce  on  this  subject. 

The  notice  in  the  paper  has  been  copied  from  the  "  Sin- 
wanpao."  who  has  given  this  information  for  some  time 
already — on  what  authority  I  do  not  know. 
It  is  extremely  uncertain  when  either  the  Patent  or  the 
i  Trade-mark  Bureau  will  be  opened  in  China,  as  the  Chinese 
Government  are  still  very  conservative.     It  is  expected, 
however,  that  the  Trade-marks  Office  will  be  opened  prior 
to  the  Patent  Office,  and  some  time  this  year,  and  a  large 
number  of  applications  for  trade-marks  by  English  firms 
have  already  been  filed  at  Shanghai  waiting  the  formal 
opening  of  the  office.       Yours  truly, 
Liverpool,  July  2.

Multipara  (81/63).— You  can  get  the  design  for  your 
stationery  entered  at  Stationers'  Hall  (Ludgate  Hill,  London, 
E.C.)  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  Is.  in  respect  to  each  article  re- 
gistered. Or  you  may  have  the  design  registered  as  a  trade- 
mark, the  fees  being  5s.  on  application  and  an  additional  25s. 
I  if  it  is  accepted  for  registration.  As  to  this  see  The  Chemists' 
and  Druggists'  Diary,  1906,  p.  539. 

.4.  E.  It.  (83/18). — Foot-powders  are  regarded  by  the  Board 
of  Inland  Revenue  as  toilet-preparations,  and  therefore  out- 
side the  charge  of  duty  unless  they  are  brought  in  by  their 
recommendation  for  any  "distemper,  malady,  ailment,  dis- 
order, or  complaint"  of  the  human  body.  '*  filistei'S,"  "  blis- 
tered feet,"  a'nd  "  swollen  feet  "  are  ailments,  so  your  pre- 
paration will  need  to  be  stamped  unless  you  remove  these 
expressions. 

Inquirer  (88/41). — If  the  presence  in  the  colouring-matter  of 
0.335  per  cent,  of  ferruginous  earth  is  the  basis  of  the  analyst's 
caution,  it  is  somewhat  far-fetched,  and  it  would  be  difficult, 
if  not  impossible,  to  prove  that  such  a  colouring  is  injurious 
to  health.  The  latter  is  the  only  ground  on  which  action 
could  be  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  in 
respect  to  the  food  coloured  with  the  substance. 

Hibernicus  (87/29).— All  that  is  necessary  for  a  husband  to 
convey  any  of  his  property  to  his  wife  is  to  give  it  to  her,  pre- 
ferably with  his  note  of  hand  properly  attested.  If  at  the  time 
of  the  conveyance  the  husband  is  not  worth  20s.  in  the  pound, 
and  he  knows  it,  the  conveyance  is  fraudulent,  and  con- 
stitutes an  act  of  bankruptcy.

Hair-wash  Powder. — A  subscriber  (83/31)  puts  the  follow- 
ing inquiry,  which  sonic  reader  may  care  to  tackle.  He  wants 
a  hair-wash  powder,  the  quantity  in  each  package  to  be  suffi- 
cient to  make  half  a  pint  of  lotion.  The  powder  must  prevent 
the  hair  turning  grev.  prevent  dandruff,  and  promote  growth. 
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It  must  be  non-deliquescent,  and  is  preferred  of  a  green 
colour. 

Pukcha  (86/11).  Book  of  Synonyms. — See  C.  <£•  D.  Diary, 
p.  514. 

M.  H.  (86/13). — We  will  wait  and  see  what  the  patent  is 
like.  In  the  absence  of  any  description  of  the  apparatus  we 
cannot  add  to  the  advice  we  gave  you  recently. 

Yeoman  (81/7). — Optical  Certificates. — Wo  do  not  think 
that  optical  diplomas  given  by  trading  firms  are  likely  to 
be  regarded  as  evidence  of  fitness  to  test  sight.  The  fact  that 
a  chemist  is  engaged  in  sight-testing  should,  if  the  precedent 
of  the  Pharmacy  and  Dentists  Acts  is  followed,  be  sufficient 
to  ensure  registration  in  case  the  Sight-testing  Bill  becomes 
law. 

/.  H.  M.  (Cape  Colony)  (79/38). — We  are  obliged  for  your 
suggestions,  but  you  forget  that  the  C.  <&  D.  is  not  intended 
to  take  the  place  of  text-books.  The  subject  of  x-rays  was 
fully  treated  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  at  a  time  when  text-books  were 
not  available,  but  now  that  there  are  at  least  a  dozen  excellent 
treatises  on  the  subject  we  only  devote  space  to  recent  develop- 
ments. Similar  remarks  apply  to  sight-testing  and  the 
manufacture  of  aerated  waters.  Your  inquiry  for  a  formula 
for  a  mixture  would  have  been  attended  to,  but  wo  cannot 
read  the  name  of  the  mixture. 

D.  W.  2V.  (79/19). — Chloralum  is  quoted  in  Newbcry's  list, 
or  you  can  make  it  yourself,  as  the  patent  has  long  since  ex- 
pired. "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas "  gives  the  formula  as 
2  lb.  of  aluminium  chloride  to  1  gal.  of  water. 

E.  J.  (77/66). — Hair  Dyeing  and  Restoring. — The  best  in- 
formation on  these  subjects  is  given  in  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas,"  where  you  will  find  examples  of  pyrogallol  hair- 
dyes. 

T.  G.  B.  (76/55). — (1)  Moles  on  Goijt-links.— The  following, 
from  "  Pharmaceut'cal  Formulas,"  is  the  information  you 
need  :  Worms  are  dipped  in  a  concentrated  solution  of  strych- 
nine in  dilute  sulphuric  acid,  and  laid  in  the  runs  of  the  moles. 
This  answers  very  well  indeed. — The  following  pills  get  rid  of 
moles  very  quickly  when  put  into  their  holes:

(2)  Dandruff  is  not  considered  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue 
to  be  an  ailment. 

C.  A  S.  (14/22).— Hair-dye.— Refer  to  the  C.  &  D.,  April  7, 
p.  552. 

.4.  K.  H.  (77/22).— (1)  Gapes-powder.— This  is  made  by 
mixing  half  a  bushel  of  slaked  lime  with  10  lb.  of  sulphur  and 
1  oz.  of  carbolic  acid.  The  powder  is  distributed  as  dust  in 
the  air  of  a  confined  space  in  which  the  fowls  are  kept. 
(2)  Glazing-liqtjid  for  printing-out  paper  is  a  formaldehyde 
solution  of  10-per-eent.  strength.  The  prints  are  immersed 
in  the  liquid  for  about  ten  minutes,  and  then  squeegeed  on  to 
ferrotype  plates  or  sheets  of  glass. 

Try  Again  (84/5). — See  a  note  on  lin.  terebinth,  in  the 
C.  <£•  D.,  September  2,  1905,  p.  423.  The  B.P.  does  not  direct 
zinc  oleate  for  ung.  zinci  oleat.  to  be  produced  as  a  powder. 
Refer  to  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas"  and  the  "Art  of  Dis- 
pensing "  for  further  details. 


A  Dispenser  Wanted.— The  parish  of  Hammersmith  is  in 
want  of  a  dispenser  at  the  infirmary,  and  a  statement  to  this 
effect  appears  in  the  Supplement  to  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist of  June  23.  The  advertisement  says  that  no  candidate  is 
qualified  for  the  post  "  unless  he  or  she  is  a  Licentiate  of  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London  or  a  holder  of  a  certificate 
of  that  Society  as  to  his  qualification  to  act  as  an  assistant  in 
compounding  medicines,  or  is  a  compounder  of  medicines  duly 
qualified  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  for  the  Army 
Medical  Staff  Corps,  or  has  been  duly  registered  under  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  or  has  been  duly  registered  under  the 
Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland),  1875,  and  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ire- 
land), 1875,  Amendment  Act,  1890,  as  qualified  to  compound 
medical  prescriptions.  The  salary  will  be  at  the  rate  of  60?.  per 
annum,  with  an  allowance  of  two  meals  daily  in  addition." 
It  seems  to  us  that  this  is  a  badly  worded  advertisement. 
Licentiates  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London  are  fully 
qualified  members  of  the  medical  profession  and  are  not  likely 
to  become  dispensers.  No  doubt  they  are  eligible  for  such 
a  post,  and  presumably  the  same  may  be  said  for  the  F.R.C.S. 
or  M.D.,  but  in  the  natural  course  of  events  they  will  not 
compete  for  the  post,  so  that  mention  of  their  fitness  is  un- 
necessary and  therefore  unfortunate. — Lancet. 


TEN  of  the  eighteen  fatalities  from  poisoning  that  have 
occurred  during  the  week  were  suicides,  five  were 
misadventures,  two  were  doubtful,  and  one  is  alleged  to 
have  been  murder.  A  number  of  unscheduled  poisons  have 
been  used  this  week,  three  deaths  being  due  to  hydrochloric 
,  acid  and  one  each  to  phosphorus,  lead,  camphorated  oil, 
j  and  laburnum  pods.  The  spirit-of-salt  cases  included  the 
alleged  murder  already  referred  to,  Edward  Taylor, 
engineer  at  Leavesden  Asylum,  being  given  the  acid  by  his 
insane  wife. — Nellie  Martin,  a  Mile-end  barmaid,  and 
Emma  Annie  Peaice,  a  tailoress  in  Clerkenwell,  each  took 
spirit  of  salt  with  suicidal  intent. — The  laburnum  pods 
were  eaten  by  a  boy  named  Michael  Gilmour,  who  lived  at 
'  Cleator  Moor. — Henry  Waller,  a  solderer  employed  at  the 
Army  and  Navy  Stores,  died  from  chronic  lead-poisoning. — 
Mary  Lewis,  of  Tredegar,  poisoned  herself  with  phosphorus 
paste ;  and  a  Middlesbrough  woman,  named  Annie  Smith, 
died  as  the  result  of  drinking  a  quantity  of  camphorated 
oil. — Carbolic  acid  was  the  poison  selected  for  suicide  by 
Joseph  Blackburn,  a  Manchester  mechanic,  and  by  a  Hert- 
!  ford  widow  named  Cannon.  At  the  inquest  on  the  latter, 
held  on  June  29,  it  was  stated  that  the  deceased  sent  her 
daughter,  aged  eleven,  for  the  acid  and  immediately  poured 
I  it  into  a  glass  and  drank  it.  Mr.  G.  W.  Fitton,  chemist  and 
druggist,  stated  that  he  supplied  the  acid  to  the  child  in  a 
proper  poison-bottle.  The  child  told  him  her  mother  wanted 
it  for  disinfecting-purposes.  The  Coroner  (Mr.  T.  J. 
|  Swor'der)  :  Did  you  enter  it  in  the  book  ?  — Mr.Fitton  :  No  ; 
it  is  not  necessary. — It  is  a  poison? — Yes,  it  is  a  poison, 
certainly,  but  I  do  not  think  carbolic  comes  under  the  Act. — 
That  is' different  to  my  reading  of  the  law.  My  opinion  is 
that  carbolic,  as  a  poison,  has  been  brought  under  the 
Act  31  &  32  Vict.,  by  an  Order  in  Council  of  July 
1900.  It  seems  a  pity  that  a  child  of  eleven  years 
of  age  can  go  and  get  a  deadly  poison  like  this. 
One  of  the  jurymen  said  he  bought  kegs  of  five 
or  six  gallons  of  carbolic  acid,  enough  to  poison  all 
Hertford,  and  it  was  not  even  labelled  "  Poison."  The 
Coroner  observed  that  it  would  be  far  better  if  children  of 
such  tender  age  were  prohibited  from  purchasing  poisons. — 
At  an  inquest  held  at  Carlisle,  on  June  29,  touching  the 
death  of  George  Henry  Baylis  Thomson,  assistant  to  Mr. 
Anthony  Nichol,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Botchergate. 
Carlisle,  it  was  stated  that  deceased  was  found  lying  in  the 
store-room  behind  the  shop  in  which  he  had  worked,  in  an 
unconscious  condition.  He  died  in  a  few  minutes,  and  a 
post-mortem  examination  of  the  body  showed  that  prussie- 
acid  poisoning  was  the  cause  of  death. — Elizabeth  Cart- 
wright,  of  Sheffield,  and  Thomas  Winship,  of  Barnard 
Castle,  each  committed  suicide  with  laudanum.— Oxalic 
acid  was  taken  in  fatal  overdose  by  Alfred  Cole,  of  Bethnal 
Green.  The  death  of  Dorothy  Dawson  Hunt,  of  Aston,  is 
suspected  as  being  due  to  narcotic  poisoning,  and  an  analysis 
of  the  stomach-contents  is  to  be  made.— Dr.  Joseph  Hick 
(45),  house  surgeon  at  the  Leeds  Infirmary,  poisoned  himself 
with  potassium  cyanide.— Henry  Kneeshaw,  the  one-year- 
old  son  of  a  stud-groom  at  Hook,  was  given  nine  drops  of 
laudanum  in  milk  and  died  from  narcotic-poisoning.—An 
eating-house  keeper,  named  Hertford,  living  at  Stoke  New- 
ington,  poisoned  himself  with  threepennyworth  of  carbolic 
acid  he  had  obtained  from  a  chemist  in  Green  Lanes.— 
Louis  Martin  (39),  a  general  dealer  at  Tottenham,  drank  a 
solution  of  oxalic  acid  in  mistake  for  ginger -beer.— A 
Chester  man,  named  Richard  Talbot  (53),  mistook  an  opmm- 
liniment  for  an  asthma  mixture,  drank  a  quantity,  and  died. 
—A  man  charged  at  West  London  Police  Court  on  July  3 
with  attempting  suicide  with  laudanum,  said  he  obtained  a 
large  quantity  of  laudanum  from  a  chemist  and  took  some 
in  whisky  for  acute  neuralgia.  He  had  no  intention  of  com- 
mitting suicide.  The  Magistrate  was  surprised  at  the 
accused  being  able  to  get  so  large  a  quantity  of  laudanum 
without  signing  the  poison-book,  and  directed  the  police  to 
make  inquiries  at  the  shop  where  it  had  been  purchased.

The  Exports  of  Aniseed  from  Alicante  during  1905 
amounted  to  160  tons,  against  370  tons  in  1904. 

The  Imports  of  Drugs  into  Barcelona  during  1905  amounted 
to  2,476  tons,  against  2,014  tons  in  1904  and  2,425  tons  in  1903. 

The  Imports  of  drugs,  chemicals,  and  dye-stuffs  into  the 
Transvaal  during  February  amounted  to  36,973?.,  of  which 
649?.  was  South  African  produce. 

The  Exports  of  Cream  of  Tartar  from  Barcelona  during 
1905  amounted  to  3,192  tons,  against  842  tons  in  1904  and 
853  tons  in  1903.  The  amount  shipped  to  the  United  King- 
dom last  year  was  1,708  tons. 

The  Exports  of  Wine-lees  from  Alicante  during  1905  were 
5,450  tons,  being  1,810  tons  in  excess  of  those  of  1904.

A MEETING  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Subsection  of 
the  Chemical-trade  Section  of  the  Chamber  was  held 
at  Oxford  Court.  Cannon  Street.  E.C.,  on  July  4,  Mr. 
John  C.  Umney  in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present 
Messrs  J.  Dear  (Dav  &  Martin,  Ltd.).  Thos.  Balls  (Keen, 
Robinson  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  J.  T.  Pilley  (Mellin's  Food,  Ltd.), 
G.  E.  Dixon  (Capsuloid  Co.,  Ltd.),  and  J.  Griffiths  (Price's 
Patent  Candle  Co.,  Ltd).  It  was  reported  that  the  follow- 
ing firms  and  individuals  had  agreed  to  constitute  an 
Executive  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the 
work  of  the  sub-section  :  Messrs.  Goodall.  Backhouse  & 
Co.,  Allen  &  Hanbury.  Ltd.,  Idris  &  Co.,  Ltd..  Scott  and 
Bowne.  Ltd.,  H.  S.  Wellcome  (Burroughs  Wellcome  & 
Co.),  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,  Ltd..  C.  J.  Gilbert  (Wm. 
Cooper  &  Nephew),  Day  &  Martin,  Ltd.,  Lever  Bros.,  Ltd., 
Steedman  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  John  Wylde  (Thomas  Keating)! 
The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  discuss  a  suggestion  that 
advertisers,  when  purchasing  space  in  publications,  are 
entitled  to  ask  for  a  guarantee  of  circulation  from  each 
paper,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  justness  of  the  prices 
charged.  That  circulation,  so  far  as  value  to  the  advertiser 
is  concerned,  is  the  average  number  of  copies  which  have 
been  sold  (after  deducting  returns)  during  a  fixed  period  just 
passed.  Letters  in  favour  of  this  suggestion  were  reported 
from  Benger's  Food,  Ltd.,  Salutaris,  Ltd.,  and  Sadler. 
Firth  &  Ross.  After  consideration,  the  following  resolution 
was  passed  : 

That  the  Proprietary  Articles  Subsection  of  the 
Chemical  Trade  Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce  is  of  opinion  that  the  proprietors  of  newspapers 
and  magazines  have  no  ground  for  withholding  in  reason 
a  guarantee  of  circulation  of  such  newspapers  or  magazines 


as  being  a  necessary  condition  of  the  framing  of  a  business 
contract. 

It  was  further  resolved  that  a  copy  of  the  resolution  be 
circulated  to  all  members  of  the  subsection,  asking  them 
whether  they  will  support  the  request  and  any  further 
action  that  may  become  necessary.
